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DETAILS are given of the programme of 
the forthcoming British Architects” 
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THE GREAT WORLD OF PORTLAND PLACE 


HE residential conference on architectural education to be held at Magdalen 
College, Oxford, from April 11 to 13, under the chairmanship of Professor 
Sir Leslie Martin, could be for the RIBA a star event; it could be the moment 
for the Council to decide to turn their backs on the parish pump topics that 
have absorbed most of their discussions during the past ten years and think 
out afresh what education for the architect really means—education not in 
terms of GCE subjects, testimonies of study and marked examination papers 
but in terms of the architect’s standing and his relationship all over the world 
to his colleagues and to the public he serves. 

It is a truism that for as long as can be remembered the RIBA Board of 
Architectural Education has discussed every academic problem under the sun 
connected with the teaching of architecture, but never education. This is, of 
course, no new problem; the press of daily problems faces every Board and 
Committee and drives the more important issues off the agenda. But here is an 
opportunity not to be missed—a conference whose members are limited in 
number, carefully chosen and invited, and not confined to the profession. 

The first and most urgent topic is the half-completed task of the President’s 
world tour. On his return last summer Mr. Cross set the Council to work out 
the details of an examination system which would draw the various members of 
the British Commonwealth into closer harmony within a framework both 
elastic and compact; a system wherein all countries could subscribe to a 
common standard of professional proficiency, with local knowledge, variation 
and experience added at a later stage. It is believed that the Committee set up 
to study this has circularised the professional bodies of the Commonwealth 
member states to find their views. All this takes time, but after ten months 
should we not now be near to some important revelation ? 

The profession stands today at the end of an historic period—the period 
that saw the decline of the great atelier-teachers; saw also the growth of the 
schools that made their great contribution to the architecture of officialdom but 
which are now past their peak, churning out each year a thousand or so men 
called architects, a high portion of whom perhaps should never have been 
persuaded to enter this profession; a period in which science transformed 
building construction, by-laws and practice but not the school curriculum; a 
period that has seen a social and financial revolution within which the profession 
has not yet found its feet, too many of its elders clinging to the slipshod shibbo- 
leths of an earlier generation, especially in the field of professional ethics. We 
can continue in our present genteel degringolade, nimbly evading the real issues 
while tolerating the pseudo-scientists (‘structure of the profession’ party) and 
the political tub-thumpers (‘trade union boys’) that sit upon the Council; and 
recalling that the recent ‘thoughts’ of the ad hoc committee reveal nothing 
constructive but only the undigested difficulties—an agenda not a solution. 
These flounderings are similarly reflected in the Institute’s hazy approach to its 
financial. problems. Alternatively we can turn from this gloomy background 
and raise our eyes to a broad and well lit scene—the British Commonwealth with 
its youth and strength and vigour—and try to see how the mother country 
could be of use to members of the newer lands, all of which have, as the President 
told us, their own acute and individual problems. An exchange of information, 
a common discussion, an altogether better idea of public relations than now 
exists—all these ideals are worth pursuit. 

The time is now ripe, it may be thought, for the development of a class of 
RIBA membership on entirely new lines and on a totally different basis from the 
present classes of fellow, associate, licentiate, student and probationer. There 
should be an * overseas corresponding membership,” qualification for which 
could be divorced entirely from examinations and academic standards—it 
should be a body created primarily for friendship, discussion and exchange of 
information; its numbers should be very large, its subscription small; it might 
even produce a quarterly section of the RIBA Journal. The Institute’s services 
to this special membership should be defined. 
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Those who attend Council meetings (or even read the Kalendar) will know 
that overseas allied societies have their representatives upon the Council, but 
these are usually United Kingdom nominees seldom briefed or speaking upon 
any overseas problem. What a breath of fresh air might enter that Chamber if a 
real Canadian or Australian stood up one afternoon to tell of his problems and 
to invite our sympathy and help! 

This is a range of topics we believe the Oxford Conference might well discuss, 
in addition to the * official’ subjects detailed on page 589, and recommend a 
course of action to the Royal Institute. 


‘DESIGN PAYS’ 
N the course of a recent radio discussion, Mr. Arthur Ling said that in his 
experience as a planning officer about 50 per cent. of the building proposals 
that come into a local authority are designed by architects. If that experience 
is representative of the whole country then there has been a great increase in the 
proportion of such work, for a few years ago the figure was put unofficially at 
about 25 per cent. But even if the proportion be 50 per cent. that is not good 
enough; it should be 100 per cent. No one who has any regard for the appear- 
ance and architectural reputation of our country can be content while half 
the building work is carried out ‘without benefit of architect.’ 

We are glad to note, therefore, that the RIBA, through its Town and Country 
Planning Committee, has arranged to hold a ‘Design Pays’ Symposium on 
May 2. The purpose of the meeting, is to stimulate action to improve the 
appearance of town and countryside through the better design of private 
housing. As we have already announced, Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, will open the meeting, which will be under the 
chairmanship of Sir Hugh Casson, and there will be addresses on various aspects 
of the subject by 12 specialists—architects, builders, representatives of building 
societies and others. We hope that architects may emerge from the Symposium 
as ‘the experts in housing’ which, if we are to accept Mr. Eric Lyons’ view 
(expressed to the RIBA this week), they at present are not. 

That ‘Design Pays’ is no mere slogan has been made clear, particularly in 
the post-war years, by the many successful local authority and private housing 
schemes that have been carried out from the designs of architects, but if what is 
currently happening is a reliable pointer there must be many intending house- 
owners (and house builders) who need to be convinced of the value of good 
design. In view of the present upsurge of private housebuilding, this getting- 
together of the parties chiefly concerned is particularly well timed. We wish 
it all success.

The Bank Rate 


fPHE reduction of the Bank rate by e 
per cent. to a new rate of six p 

cent. has come as a surprise to son 
economists. The official reasons given 
that speculation against sterling h 
stopped; that gold and dollar reserves a 
rising again; and that the balance o 
payments position is extremely favou 
able—are satisfactory, but the emphasis 
placed by the Government on_ the 
point that the reduction does not imply 
any general relaxation in monetary 
policy ts hard to follow, and the situation 
is highly likely to be misinterpreted. 

The building industry, as hard hit as 
anyone by the cost of hiring money, is 
naturally anxious to see a period of lowe: 
interest rates come about, but architects 
ind builders know from painful past 
experience that if there is one factor that 
discourages capital investment more than 
high interest rates, it is uncertainty. And 
that latter factor is without question in 
the minds of private investors in building 
who must wonder what the next Govern- 
ment step may be—back or forward 
again? So far as private housing is con- 
cerned, the fall in the Bank rate is 
unlikely to have any effect upon current 
rates of interest paid and charged by the 
societies, according to a statement made 
by the Building Societies Association, 
and to that extent there should be little 
extra activity. The drop should, however, 
stimulate local authority works and to 
this extent is welcome.

THE CURRENT ISSUE of The Builder, as 
will already have been appreciated by 
those who have noted the serial number 
on the Leader page, is the 6,000th. It 
would be pleasant to record that it was 
also the 6,000th consecutive weekly issue, 
but truth compels to the fact that there 
were two gloomy weeks in February 1947, 
when the newspaper did not appear at all, 
though it took a Government decree to 
achieve this, the occasion being the mis- 
guided Ministry of Fuel and Power 
attempt to effect economies in the con- 
sumption of electricity.

* The Barbican Vision’ 


THE MARCH ISSUE of that well- 
produced quarterly ‘Impulse’ contains 
an interesting article on *The Barbican 
Vision, by the Hon. Lionel Brett. 
Describing the area as ‘this last 
chance for comprehensive planning 
within the City of London, he 
comments appreciatively on the scheme 
prepared by Messrs. Chamberlin, Powell 
and Bon for its development in two 
zones, business and residential, separ- 
ated by the new Route Il.

‘In designing 
the nature of a building, however, there 
arises a new and peculiar source of diffi- 
culty. he warned his audience at the 
Royal Academy. * Considerations of con- 
venience come in to embarrass our pencil 
and to complicate our task: architectural 
effect and fitness of management will 
often militate most inopportunely against 
each other. All our labour and art 
may be wastefully expended if our plan 
be not such as to afford a convenient 
collocation of its several facets. To lay 
down a good plan, therefore, becomes the 
first duty of an architect... . 

Mr. Tite, MP. is reported in the same 
issue as being in the presidential chair 
of the RIBA when Mr. Street, architect 
of the Law Courts, declared himself as 
saying * We are all Gothic architects now- 
adays.”

‘The schedule of rules issued by the Insti- 
tute should contain one recommendation 
that, in all cases, the architect should 
inform his employer that quantities must 
be taken out, and that he [the architect] 
should obtain a written authority from 
him to employ a surveyor for the pur- 
pose. Unfortunately, no amount of 
rules will make some professional men 
prudent.

A letter from Paris announces 
that the new Gare d’Orleans is now com- 
pleted, and the architect, M. Laloux, is 
congratulated on ‘the happy result .. . 
the ceiling [of the central hall] recalls 
somewhat the style of some of the 
churches of the Italian Renaissance.’ The 
Association of Munici- 
pal and County Engin- 
eers considered a paper 
by Sir William Preece 
describing the proposed 
Manchester and Liver- 
pool electric railway, 
in which ‘three prin- 
ciples’ were involved, 
“one was that it was a 
single-rail railway, the 
second was that it was 
worked by electricity. 
and the third was that 
it was worked at 
speeds that had hither- 
to been scarcely dreamt 


of.” Not to be outdone, 
the London County 
Council were seeking

Housing problems in 
the provincial cities 
were much in the news, 

and the issue carried special articles on 
the position in Manchester, Edinburgh, 
Birmingham and Liverpool. In the last- 
named city ‘at least one-third of the 
population of the city lived in houses the 
arrangements of which were a menace to 
both morality and health,’ it was stated. 
The National Association of Master 
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Builders of Great Britain and Ireland (as 
the National Federation then called itself) 
met in Nottingham under the presidency 
of Mr. William Sapcote, of Birmingham, 
when £50 was voted to assist in the for- 
mation of a Builders’ Foremen’s Society, 
and the meeting concluded with a dinner 
at which members listened to no fewer 
than Six toasts.

SIR. I apologise for being provoked 

by ‘Spero” into continuing _ this 
correspondence, but I cannot disappoint 
him. 

I said that Subtopian development is 
not necessarily repellent in itself. For 
example, a 25-ft. concrete street lighting 
column of a design approved by the 
CoID for erection on main roads would 
be utterly Subtopian in our narrow village 
street with its small-scale architecture. 
The column itself, carefully designed, is 
not Subtopian, but its use can be. 

It is easy to spot the rubbish dumps 
and bad estate planning—Subtopia at its 
most obvious. But it is unfortunately just 
as easy to overlook the ‘ let’s-be-nice- 
and-tidy ~ municipal fits of planning, like 
the new stone-edged flower bed at Old 
Cross in Hertford; a flower bed can 
hardly be ugly, but in this case it is 
certainly Subtopian. 

I would not attempt to compete with 
‘Outrage’ in describing this disease: 
‘Spero’ should read it. But please let us 
be wary of assuming that Subtopia is a 
land of arterial roads, semi-detached 
houses and gas holders — all these are 
necessary, but Subtopia is not.

COVENTRY 
CATHEDRAL 
Che Present State of Progress 


COVENTRY CATHEDRAL IS NOW 
rapidly rising to Mr. Basil Spence’s 
plans, as the accompanying photo- 
graphs show. The revetted walls 
are taking shape, as the lower 
picture indicates, and the Baptistery 
window is well forward. 

A note published in the current 
issue of * Team Spirit, the house 
journal of Messrs. John Laing and 
Son, Ltd., the builders, by whose 
courtesy the progress views are 
shown, states that although for the 
next twelve months work will be 
concentrated on traditional methods 
as the walls are built of stone, after 
that will come some complicated 
concreting which will demand the 
latest techniques and the highest 
skill. The roof will be an immense 
shell of concrete covered with copper 
and beneath it, covering much of the 
nave, will be a concrete canopy 
supported on slender columns. The 
canopy will appear lace-like; the 
intricacy of the concreting can be 
imagined. 

‘In the meanwhile, the walls are 
nearing half their 80 ft. in height 
and as they rise the lifting and 
placing of the stone, naturally, be- 
come more complicated. The rate of 
progress is largely governed by the 
output of the sandstone quarry at 
Hollington, Staffordshire. The stone 
is quarried in blocks of three to four 
tons and taken to the masons” yard 
for cutting into the many different 
sizes used in the walls and for the 
mullions. Almost half the stone is 
moulded. 

‘Each stone is lettered and num- 
bered before leaving the quarry. 
The position of each stone in the 
structure is marked on the plans.’ 

Meanwhile Mr. Graham Suther- 
land has completed his maquette of 
the great tapestry which will cover 
the (liturgical) east wall. The 
tapestry, which is to be woven in 
France in one homogeneous piece, 
will hang 50 ft. behind the Altar and 
will form the culminating feature of 
the interior. The design is shown 
reproduced in colour on the facing 
page. It shows * Christ in Glory,’ 
and as completed will be just under 
75 ft. in depth. 








Shown here in colour for 
the first time is the final 
design, by Mr. Graham 
Sutherland, for the tap- 
estry to hang in Coventry 
Cathedral. The theme is 
‘Christ in Glory, the cen- 
tral figure being — sur- 
rounded by the four six- 
winged creatures men- 
tioned in the Book of 
Revelation.

ONE OF THE FINEST BUILDINGS IN OXFORD is the late-17- 
century Old Ashmolean Museum. which now houses the 
Museum of the History of Science. Until about 100 years 
ago, the main entrance to the museum was by a flight of 
stone stairs leading from the gates in Broad-street to a door 
in the centre of the north elevation: secondary stairs led 
down to the basement entrance in the deep area. Little 
evidence has survived of the appearance of this stairway, 
but a munificent donation from Mr. J. A. Billmeir, CBE, 
the well-known London shipowner and master mariner, 
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has enabled a new stair to be con- 
structed, so that the original entrance 
can again be used. The new stairway 
was opened on March 13 by the Chan- 
cellor of the University, the Earl of 
Halifax, KG, in the presence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Billmeir and a_ distinguished 
company. 

The stairway has been executed by 
Messrs. Benfield and Loxley, Ltd., in 
Clipsham stone to the design of Mr. W. 
Godfrey Allen, FSA, FRIBA (asso- 
ciated architect: Mr. A. Llewellyn 
Smith, MA(Oxon), MBE, FRIBA), with 
the assistance of the surveyor to the 
University, Mr. J. Lankester, ARICS, 
AMTPI, and his clerk of works, Mr. 
T. R. Davies. 

A slate slab in the pavement of the 
landing immediately inside the gates 
carries a Latin inscription commemorat- 
ing Mr. Billmeir’s gift. The lettering 
was designed by Mr. W. H. Sharping- 
ton, and cut by Mr. E. S. Frith, who also 
carved the two console brackets sup- 
porting the upper landing. Both of 
these craftsmen, as well as the two 
architects, are members of the Art 
Workers’ Guild, which has thus a certain 
collective responsibility for the design 
and execution of the work. The new 
aluminium doorcase inside the entrance 
is by Messrs. James Gibbons, Ltd.: 
the builders’ foreman was Mr. Jones 
and their foreman mason was Mr. Colin 
Hand. The antique lantern outside 
the basement entrance is the gift of 
Mr. Claude Partridge. 

The Curator of the Museum, Dr. 
C. H. Josten, and Mr. Partridge have 
advised Mr. Billmeir over the acquisi- 
tion and cataloguing of his unique 
private collection of old nautical and 
scientific instruments, which has since, 
through Mr. Billmeir’s generosity, been 
presented to the Museum.

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Shame playing fields, tennis courts, bowling 
greens and recreation centre of Messrs. 
Stewarts and Lloyds are situated in a residential 
area of Corby about a mile to the north of the 
New Town Centre. The Recreation Centre 
was built in the 1930s, and the present contract 
provided extensions to the existing building. 


The brief was as follows: A new bowls club, 
overlooking the existing greens, to be in a self- 
contained unit.

existing building. The room vacated by the 
bowls club in ‘the existing building was opened 
up as a gallery for playing darts and dominoes 
adjacent to a bar lounge. It was found that the 
existing heating installation was barely adequate 
and the boiler room not readily capable of 
extension. In view of the heavy demand for hot 
water in the showers and plunge baths a new 
basement boiler room was provided under the 
new shower room. This boiler house supplies 
heat for the whole of the west wing and a portion 
of the older building while the new bowls club 
was added to the existing heating installation. 


Load-bearing, 1 1-in. cavity ,brick with precast, 
prestressed concrete roof units was chosen for 
the structure, although in-situ concrete columns 
have been introduced into two highly fenestrated 
elevations. This structural system was selected 
as being the most economical for a single-storey 
structure of the spans required and also to 
integrate the new extensions with the present 
building which is also of load-bearing brick. 
Standard metal windows have been used through- 
out and these have been coupled and set in 
hardwood frames to form large window units 
where required. The infilling panels under the 
main windows are of wood-wool [slabs plastered 
internally and faced externally with vertical cedar 
boarding on timber framing. Roof units were 
screeded with a foamed cement screed and then 
finished with three layers of bituminous felt and 


} in. layer of granite chippings. 


Finishes in the football section are mainly 
granolithic floors and fair-face brickwork, with 
vitreous floor tiles and glazed wall tiles to the 
plunge bath area. The ceilings, with the exception 
of the offices and lounges, are plastered directly 
on to the prestressed units, the lounges, etc., 
having fibre and acoustic fibre tiles on battens. 
Walls to lounges and offices are generally 
plastered, but some natural finish, vertical pine 
boarding has been used in the main lounge, the 
floor of which is of wood blocks. Corridor and 
office floors are either thermoplastic or lino tiles. 
The architects advised on the selection of 
furniture and curtains for the new lounges and 
offices, and the works were completed within the 
contract period of nine months.

HATFIELD NEW TOWN 
Public Inquiry into Gale Damage 


PTECHNICAL evidence continued on 

March 19 at the Hatfield Gale Damage 
Public Inquiry and Mr. W. C. C. Press, 
the surveyor, who had been in the witness 
box since the previous day, agreed with Mr. 
Fox ANDREWS (for the architects, Messrs. 
Brett and Boyd) that where nail holes were 
made in pieces of the roof structure, the 
only obvious thing to do was to put nails 
in them. * 

‘Have you ever ascertained the degree of 
force which is required to pull a 3-inch or 
a 4-inch nail out of a seven-by-two inch 
piece of softwood? Can you tell me the 
pull that is required?’ 

Mr. Press: ‘I am not qualified to answer 
that question, but it would be a terrific pull.’ 

Mr. Fox ANDREWS continued that if 
there was a clerk of works whose duty it 
was to be on the scene of the work he did 
not understand how he could have failed 
to observe the lack of nails. 

Mr. Press: ‘ With the full knowledge I 
have of this roof construction, I do not find 
it very difficult to understand.’ 

Mr. Fox ANDREWS: ‘Since the clerk of 
the works has got to be there all the time 
he would have a better chance of seeing 
than most people—bettr than the archi- 
tect?’ Yes, a more frequent chance.’ 

THE INsPEcTOR (Mr. Michael Rowe, QC): 
‘If two 4-inch nails had been knocked 
through the corbels into the primer, and 
one 4-inch najl had been put askew through 
the sprockets fixed into the wall plate of 
every house, can you tel] us if, in your 
opinion, the roofs would have held?’ 

Mr. Press: ‘I think it is possible that 
some of the roofs in the most exposed 
places may have come off.’ 

When Mr. G. H. Garnett (the clerk of 
works) went into the witness-box he agreed 
that one of the duties of the clerk of works 
was to act as inspector of the progress of 
the work and to supervise it generally, 
through the architect. 

Mr. GARNETT said it appeared that some 
instructions he had given about work on 
the houses were not carried out. Ques- 
tioned by Mr. STEwart Brown, QC, for 
Wimpey’s, the builders, he said that in some 
of the houses the wallplates were not level 
with the sprockets to which they were to be 
fixed. 

He agreed that some parts had been 
found faulty after the gale. During the 
building of the houses he had told the 
general foreman to refix the parts properly. 

When questioned later by Mr. Rowe, Mr. 
Garnet? said he thought the corbels should 
have been fixed by two 4-inch nails. He 
later found that in many cases this had not 
been done. 

In the later stages of the contract, when 
roofs were being fixed, he was often busy 
on other parts of the site. 


Mr. Fox ANDREWS said that records 


showed that at one time Mr. Garnett was 
responsible for 377 houses. 

Mr. A. W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA, who 
conducted the technical inquiry ordered by 
the 


the development corporation, said 


anchorage which was provided for the roof 
was by nails in the sprockets. He added: 

‘I don’t think the nails in the sprockets 
were very good anchorage. but I am not 
saying that if they had been put in 
properly they would not have held the 
roofs down.’ 

Mr. Kenyon said that if he had been 
responsible for the houses he would have 
gone to a consulting engineer to find the 
best method of holding down the roof. 

Alternatives to nailing would be metal 
straps around the corbels and the trimmers 
or a bolt. Nails were not a satisfactory 
method of anchorage. 

He told the chairman that he held the 
sub-contractors, contractors, foreman, clerk 
of the works, and architects responsible for 
diversions from the specifications. 

‘There were diversions from the inten- 
tions of the architect,’ he said. 


Quality of Builders’ Work 

At the resumed hearing on March 20, THE 
CHAIRMAN (Mr. Michael Rowe, QC) said 
that after that day’s adjournment he would 
inspect some of the houses concerned. 

Mr. A. W. KENYON continued his evidence. 

Mr. Fox ANDREWS suggested that the 
specifications made by the architects were 
governed by the price of the houses. 

‘There is no excuse for not doing your 
work properly,’ replied Mr. KENYON. 

Mr. Fox ANDREWS: Did you take the 
view that the work by the builders was 
deplorably poor?—Yes. 

Ought the architects to have expected in 
advance that Wimpey’s work would be 
deplorably poor?—I shouldn't think so. 

Questioned by Mr. STEWART Brown, QC 
(for George Wimpey and Co., Ltd.), Mr. 
KENYON said that a 2-inch nail might be 
adequate for holding the trimmer to the 
corbel while the roof was assembled. 

Mr. STEWART BROWN: Why should some- 
one choose a 4-inch nail to put through 
there if a 2-inch nail is adequate for his 
purpose? —I would expect him to have 
instructions given to him by somebody that 
a 4-inch nail was necessary. 

He added that he did not find any 4-inch 
nails in the corbels. 

He did not agree with the previous wit- 
ness, Mr. W. C. C. Press, that the work- 
manship of the roof was adequate. 

Pror. ALFRED JOHN SUTTON PIPPARD, pro- 
fessor Emeritus of civil engineering at 
Imperial College, London, said that the 
wind would exert pressure on the windward 
wall of a house and also suction on the 
roof. There would also be internal pressure 
which could help to lift the roof. With a 
wind of 54 mph, in addition to the weight 
of the roof, a weight of about 1,000 Ib. 
would be required to keep the roof down. 

The anchorage where the roofs were 
joined to the walls was inadequate, largely 
due to the omission of nails and the very 
careless workmanship in the finish. 

The nailing of the roofs was ‘ haphazard ’ 
and this contributed to the question of why 
some houses were damaged and others were 
not. If the nailing had been done as the 
architect said he intended, the roofs would 
have resisted a 54-mph gale. 
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Asked about high winds, he said: ‘Given 
first-class workmanship, I think that the 
nailing as outlined by the architect would 
have held. 


‘If the builder understood that he was to 
provide nailing, he should have done it. But 
J do not think a builder can be expected to 
work out the question of to what extent a 
roof should be attached.” 


*‘ Shocked’ by Nailing 


Mr. LioneL Brett, FRIBA, senior part- 
ner in the firm of Brett and Boyd, the 
architects, stated on March 21 that experi- 
mental ideas in layout and in house designs 
had been carried out at the new town. 


He thought it was the first occasion in 
Britain that such an aluminium roof cover- 
ing had been used. 


Mr. Leste SCARMAN, QC, for Hatfield 
Development Corporation: In this particu- 
lar instance the nailing would be more 
important structurally than the nailing of 
an ordinary roof? 


Mr. Bretr: I think that in any roof if 
the rafters were not nailed to the roof plates 
there would be trouble. 


Mr. SCARMAN:* Do you not regard it as 
a dereliction of duty that the architect never 
satisfied himself by personal inspection that 
the attachment that he had designed was 
not, in fact, being executed?—-No, he was 
entitled to rely on the clerk of the works 
in that respect. 


Mr. SCARMAN: Afterwards, when you saw 


the nailing generally, were you shocked?— 
Yes. 


When Mr. ScarMan asked if he did not 
agree that the indications were that the 
nailing throughout the 383 houses was bad, 
Mr. Brett replied: ‘I do not think one 
can assume that.’ 


Method of Nailing 


Mr. H. W. K. Boyp, ARIBA, of Messrs. 
Brett and Boyd, said at the inquiry, when 
it resumed on March 24, that the nailing 
they intended would not have imperilled 
the roofs. 


Mr. R. D. Stewart - Brown, QC, for 
George Wimpey, the builders, suggested 
to Mr. Boyd that it was a weakness in 
design rather than bad workmanship which 
had caused the damage, and that unusual 
methods of nailing the roofs were required. 
‘In your design you expected the contrac- 
tor to depart completely from what is the 
standard code of nailing?’ he suggested. 

Mr. Boyp: I do not agree that the nail- 
ing as we had intended it is such a 
departure from the code of practice as to 
imperil the roof. I do not think that we 
required the carpenter to depart com- 
pletely from the code of practice as to 
throw to the wind all common sense and 
experience. 

Mr. Boyd added that it was quite 
possible for an architect visiting the site 
to be unaware of the kind of nailing, for 
he had a host of things to oversee. At 
first-floor level it was quite probable that 
omissions of nailing would escape his 
notice, but that only had serious conse- 
quences if those on the site were unaware 
of the requirements of such nailing. 


The inquiry was adjourned until March 26. 
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News of the Week 


Berkshire Society’s Exhibition 


fPHE Berkshire Society of Architects is 

now holding, at the Reading 
Museum and Art Gallery, the second 
exhibition of post-war work of its mem- 
bers, who include both architects in 
private practice and in public service. 
The exhibition indicates by means of 
drawings, photographs and models the 
great versatility of architects in the 
county in the variety of jobs they under- 
take. 

Examples of proposed and/or com- 
pleted projects shown at the exhibition 
include shops, factories, a motor 
museum,  public-houses, warehouses, 
offices, canteens, colleges for further edu- 
cation, schools, a fire station, public 
library, houses and flats. 

The exhibition shows that not only is 
it the architect’s job to produce fine de- 
signs, but also to translate them into 
bricks and mortar. The public is shown 
that this requires the preparation of scale 
drawings of every portion of a building, 
full-size details, estimates, specifications 
and even models. The fact is also demon- 
strated that his expert knowledge and 
independent position make his advice 
invaluable during all stages of planning a 
building project. 

The exhibition remains open from 
10 a.m. to 5.30 p.m. daily until April 5. 


New Churches Programme 


Tue Bishop of Manchester, Dr. Greer, 
announced on March 19 a programme to 
build 14 new churches and seven new 
vicarages at a cost of £750,000 to provide 
adequate religious centres in the Man- 
chester diocese with its large shifts of 
population to new housing estates. He 
said the appeal would be centred largely: 


upon industry, trade, and commerce 
within the diocese, and from _ these 
£500,000 was being sought. He pointed 


out that the Church already had found 
and spent £100,000 on multi-purpose 
church halls and sites, while £150,000 
would be sought from diocesan or parish 
sources in on appeal headed by the Bishop 
of Hulme. 

Many firms had begun to contribute 
funds ranging from £500 to £12,000, and 
a total of £115,000 had been received in 
gifts and convenanted promises. 


World Family Congress 


THE International Union of Family 
Organisations are holding their Congress 
in Paris in June this year. One of the 
subjects to be discussed is the importance 
of housing for the family unit. The 
Union have asked the IUA to collaborate 
with them in this aspect of the Congress 
and the Housing Commission of the 
IUA have been in touch with all National 
Sections to find out which architects are 
hoping to attend with a view to arranging 
a preliminary meeting, when the archi- 
tect’s contribution to the discussions 
could be considered. 

The work to be undertaken by the 
study group, who will deal with family 
housing, will touch on the problems of 
slums and overcrowding and the various 
aspects of an enlightened policy for 






family housing—adequate town planning, 
the proper uses of dwelling space, the 
correct assessment of housing costs and 
the relation of housing costs to the family 
budget. They will also consider the 
housing problems of rural communities.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From ‘ The Builder’ of March 27, 1858 


THE VicTORIA TOWER, WESTMINSTER. 
—The smiths are hard at work hammer- 
ing together the iron roof which is to 
form the termination of the Victoria 
Tower, which is 325 ft. high from the 
ground to the top of the turrets: these 
being 84 ft. high from the cornice of the 
tower—the height of a good-sized church 
tower. The internal diameter is 51 ft., 
and the external] width, including the tur- 
rets, 70 ft. The noble groined vault over 
the inner area of the tower to form the 
Royal Porch below, is about 63 ft. from 
the ground.

The Monorail’s Inventor 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR,—May I set Lt.-Col. Blandford’s 

mind at rest? As far as I can 
establish, the first proposal for a mono- 
rail system came from an Englishman, 
Henry Robinson Palmer, Engineer to the 
London Dock Company. Palmer’s first 
line was built in 1824 to carry goods 
between the Thames and the Royal 
Victualling Yard. Palmer’s was a suspen- 
ded system, the cars hanging down in 
pairs, one on each side of the track. In 
1825, he built a line at Cheshunt to carry 
bricks across the marshes from a brick- 
works to barges on the River Lee. The 
trains were drawn by horses. On the 
opening day, June 25, 1825, passengers 
were carried for the only time, a special 
coach having been built for use just on 
that day. 

Louis Brennan, mentioned by Lt.-Col. 
Blandford, was an Irishman from Castlebar, 
Co. Mayo. His monorail car ran on a single 
rail laid on sleepers in the usual way and 
was kept upright by gyroscopes—a system 
developed also, more or less independently, 
by Scherl in Germany and Schilovsky in 
Russia. I did not know that Brennan was a 
Royal Engineer officer, but as a fellow 
Royal Engineer I am delighted to hear it. 

The Irish monorailway was not on the 
Brennan system, but on that of C. F. M. T. 
Lartigue, a Frenchman. This was the 
famous Listowel and Ballybunion Railway. 
As Lt.-Col. Blandford states, the principle 
was very similar to that used for the small 
monorails used today on large building sites.

QIR,—In your issue of March 7, Lt.-Col. 
Blandford (under whom I once had 
the pleasure of serving) suggested, tongue 
in cheek, that a Scots engineer may one 
day study the monorail in London with a 
view to introducing it to Glasgow. He 
may be interested to know that.a Mr. 
Bennie constructed a short length of 
prototype monorailway near Milngavie, 
Glasgow, over 30 years ago. This was 
known as the Bennie railplane. The 
monorail was supported on steel towers 
and the car was suspended from it, thus 
the design was rather different from that 
used in the German monorailway which 
British engineers are studying. 
Mr. Bennie failed to find a backer. The 
prototype was dismantled a year or two 
ago, shortly after his death. The ubiquitous 
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Glasgow trams still lurch along the streets 
causing chaos, many of them, I suspect, 
considerably older than the Bennie rail- 
plane. A monorail system might have been 
invaluable as a link between the congested 
city centre and dock areas and the outlying 
housing schemes which have proliferated all 
round Glasgow. It is not too late even now 
—except for Bennie himself.

ANTI-LITTER CAMPAIGN 
OPENED 


Main Appeal Directed to Children 
in Towns - 


Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, launching 
the 1958 Anti-Litter Campaign at a con- 
ference called by the ‘ Keep Britain Tidy 
Group,’ on March 19, said that Mr. 
Rupert Speir’s new Litter Bill would go 
forward to the Statute Book with Govern- 
ment support. He also reminded his 
hearers that under existing local anti- 
litter by-laws anybody could initiate a 
prosecution for dropping litter. 

It is encouraging to know that the 
Government are to lend their support in 
the fight against litter, which, in Mr. 
Brooke's words, is such an abomination 
in the countryside where no street 
cleaners can clear it up as well as being 
an ugly nuisance in the streets. Never- 
theless, as the Minister recognised, people 
cannot be educated to give up depositing 
litter merely by threats and penalties, and 
a change in public opinion is essential. 

Last year the anti-litter drive was 
focused mainly upon the countryside. 
This year the Ministry are making their 
main appeal to towns and, in particular, 
to children. The symbol of this year’s 
campaign is a little girl with a dog, and, 
in hoping that they will make an appeal 
to many people, the Ministry are not 
suggesting for a moment that children 
are the main culprits in the matter of 
litter. ‘ But if we can encourage children 
to be tidy while they are young, they will 
grow up tidy, and we believe that many 
adults will take notice of the poster 
through its child appeal.’

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Domestic Building and Speculative 


Development 


MR. ERIC LYONS’ PAPER AT THE RIBA 


A PAPER on ‘ Domestic Building and 

Speculative Development’ was 
given by Mr. Eric Lyons, FRIBA, 
MSIA, at a meeting of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, held at 66, 
Portland-place, W1, on March 25, from 
which we take the following extracts. Mr. 
Lyons said: 


We are all embarrassed by the vast, 
squalid achievements of the speculative 
builder. Although architects are united 
at least in their resentment of the 
despoliation of town and country, it 
seems very few architects are prepared to 
interest themselves seriously in the de- 
veloper’s problems—perhaps I am really 
here as an Awful Example. Anyhow, 
in order to justify my participation in 
this nefarious trade, I am going to speak 
in favour of this method of providing 

ic buildings; and I am going to 
present a completely biased view of the 
situation. 

I think we are approaching the time 
when it may no longer be economically 

ible for the individual to have built 

is ‘special’ house and, from a town- 

planning point of view, I doubt whether 

there is any solution to the collection of 

individually designed small houses—no 
matter how well designed, 

Although my experience is limited to 
working for only one very special group 
of developers, I am comforted by a firm 
theory about the whole problem; it is 
that the spec. builder could provide the 
most effective opportunities for archi- 
tects to regain their prestige in domestic 
design. There are a few spec. builders 
who have made serious attempts to im- 
prove their standards, and recently there 
have been several interesting experiments 
by some small firms. On the whole, the 
situation has not changed much over the 
past 30 years—town-planning or no 
town-planning. My theory is that it will 
not change unless architects create the 
conditions whereby they can be involved. 


Three Broad Solutions 


Most of us are baffled by the problem, 
and there appear to be three broad solu- 
tions. The first is to prohibit spec. build- 
ing and restrict housing to local authori- 
ties; this might be regarded as the poli- 
ticians’ solution. The second solution is 
town-planning aesthetic control, which, 
of course, is the town-planners’ answer. 
The third solution, which is not used so 
often as one might think, is the extensive 
and full use of architects. I hope this 
may become the architects’ answer. 


One might sympathise with the idea of 
entirely banning spec. building if one had 
not seen that most local authorities have 
played safe and that the housing manuals, 
although responsible for improving many 
standards, have tended to stultify any 
creative approach to basic design. As a 
means of architectural development it is 
at least unreliable and, although there has 
been tremendous progress in some areas. 





most of our official housing remains 
obstinately outside the stream of modern 
architectural thought. 

I am working for local authorities and 
I am certainly not opposed to local autho- 
rity housing, but I think that the existence 
of architects working in the freer fields 
of private enterprise should encourage a 
healthy interchange of ideas and stimu- 
late the architectural and social experi- 
ments which are so necessary. 

The second solution of aesthetic con- 
trol has been in operation for a long time 
and it clearly doesn’t work. Aesthetic 
control has made but the slightest dif- 
ference to the worst work, and I regard 
it as a serious impediment to architec- 
tural progress and an encouragement of 
the decadent cult of preservationism. The 
effects are always unpredictable, often 
farcical, rarely beneficial, wasteful of 
time, and wearing to the nerves. I have 
found in Cambridge one of the notable 
exceptions to this inglorious rule. 


Chances for Young Architects 


If the application of the Town Plan- 
ning Act could eliminate aesthetic censor- 
ship of architects’ work, we would quickly 
see improvements in housing design. The 
architect would have a recognised advan- 
tage over the spec. builder’s son-in-law 
who is good at drawing, and the town- 
planning authorities would be in a 
stronger position to reject the unworthy 
lay application, knowing that the builder 
had a reasonable remedy in his own 
hands—by going to an architect. Also, 
it would create opportunities for young 
architects. 


One important advantage to the pro- 
fession would be an enhanced status in 
society, with a recognised responsibility. 
We would be out of the grace and favour 
department, and might be allowed to meet 
town-planners on equal terms, and colla- 
borate and participate in the formation 
of our ever-changing physical environ- 
ment. I am reckless enough to suggest 
that this is the architect’s proper job. 

The third solution then to the spec. 
terror, and the most obvious one, is the 
involvement of architects. Can we be 
surprised that architects are not used, 
and can we blame the spec. builder 
entirely? Even the RIBA appears only 
recently to have recognised the need for a 
special study of the problem. Too many 
architects have been prepared merely to 
tidy up the front elevations and get the 
drawings through the local council. 

I am sorry to see that our Institute has 
sanctified this idea by recognising 
* partial service * and setting out a special 
scale of fees—reduced fees, of course. 
Surely this is a great disservice to archi- 
tecture? 

I believe in high fees and high salaries 
for architects—not lower ones—and I 
think this demand can be justified even 
in spec. building. I have responsibility 
for design, layout, contract supervision 
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and landscape design, and I expect to be 
consulted on suitability of sites and policy 
of development. In other words, full ser- 
vice, and this cannot be done on the kind 
of fees architects are prepared to accept 
from spec. builders. Cut fees, official or 
otherwise, must only undermine the 
architect’s influence. 


I propose now to deal with some prac- 
tical aspects of my own work. My own 
starting point was the idea that there 
were lots of people who wanted to live 
in modern buildings—even if they didn’t 
know it. 

I have tried to operate as might an 
industrial designer working for a manu- 
facturer, by interesting myself in the 
‘ market for the goods,’ and by trying to 
rationalise the manufacturing process. 
The design basis has been to use simple 
buildings involving the highly repetitive 
use of structural elements and equipment 
and—this is an architectural heresy—in- 
volving repetition of similar buildings on 
different sites. 


Alongside this repetition I have estab- 
lished the need for constant experiment, 
not only in architectural detail but of unit 
planning, and of site planning. This 
means that the developer gets some ‘ sales 
continuity’ and at the same time ‘ new 
models’ are also being tried out. I do 
not think that I have a lot to show for 
all this, but at least the developers are 
now confident that there is a market for 
modern architecture, and that there are 
plenty of people who are dissatisfied with 
the vulgar pretensions of the suburban 
house racket. 

I have always sought some kind of | 
structural standardisation, and as the 
buildings have been only two and three 
storeys high, I have been able to exploit 
the brick cross-wall technique with a 
standard bay width throughout. The 
general principle has been to ‘cover- 
strip’ inside and out so that crude con- 
struction is faced-up at a late stage, and 
so to make small demands on continuous 
craftsmanship. All fitments including 
windows are specially made to suit the 
‘module,’ and this has been found to be 
as cheap as so-called standard fitments. 


* External Enclosures’ 


In site layouts I have largely avoided 
the street by creating courtyards, and 
varying patterns of ‘ external enclosures.’ 
I believe that it is here that I am begin- 
ning to learn the most—about the critical 
factors that establish effective relation- 
ships in a series of similar buildings. 
Somewhere here lies the secret of 
‘urbanity,” and urban building is the only 
kind that really interests me. I believe 
that low-density development is strangling 
every town in the country and contam- 
inating the country around every town. 
And it would not help if all the buildings 
were perfect. 

My work has been made easy by ideal 
clients who have provided me with ideal 
conditions, Not only do they do as I tell 
them—they tell me to do it better next 
time.

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tenance of common spaces and structures, 
and also involves each resident in the 
autonomous residents’ society which runs 
each estate. 


There is a major obstacle in the path 
of the architect working for a developer. 
The building societies, with few excep- 
tions, and despite claims to the contrary, 
maintain an atavistic attitude towards 
housing and seem to be happiest with the 
so-called tradition of half-timbered 
Georgian—what Osbert Lancaster calls 
Pseudish. In times of financial stress— 
which we may regard as normal now— 
they only show interest in suburban hor- 
rids and seem to believe that modern 
architecture is just a passing phase and a 
risky investment, because people may not 
want to live in them in ten years’ time. 
Perhaps this situation is changing because 
I do know of two of the largest societies 
who see the inevitability of change, and 
are being helpful, but, generally speaking, 


the societies remain unmoved by our con- 
victions. 


It must be seen that architects are not 
regarded as the experts in housing. The 
trouble is that people live in houses; they 
are naturally more prejudiced about this 
type of building than any other. We have 
to overcome this atavistic drag if we are 
to change the pattern of human habita- 
tion. I think that it is clearly our respon- 
sibility to see the need for change, not 
for mere architectural novelty, but be- 
cause of the fast-changing social pattern. 
There is no ‘market research’ on this 
problem, so we must experiment, and I 
think that the spec. builder could provide 
the architect with the right kind of oppor- 
tunities for this work. It seems to me that 
this is a worthwhile idea which can be 
realised, if we offer the developer a 
thorough technical service and guidance 
and are prepared to sell architects to the 
community. 


Association of Building Technicians 


PRESIDENT ON FORMATION OF PROFESSION’S PANEL 


ME. E. E. HOLLAMBY, ARIBA, in his 
s presidential address given at the 
annual meeting of the Association of Build- 
ing Technicians, held in London on March 
22, said: ‘Our Association has had to face 
many crises and not a little opposition in 
its struggle for existence and survival. It 
may be that our ideals have sometimes been 
the cause of the crises, but whether or not 
that is so they have, I am sure, always been 
the reason for its survival. 


*There are a number of reasons why the 
next two or three years will be decisive ones 
for the future of the ABT. One of the 
most important of these is the proposal 
which the RIBA ad hoc committee has put 
forward for a Local Government Archi- 
tects’ Society, which would join together 
with certain other professional bodies to 
form a professions panel under the national 
joint negotiating machinery for local 
authorities, the object of the panel being 
to negotiate the special claims of such 
professional groups in the local government 
service. In order to achieve this objective 
it is recognised that jt would be essential to 
gain the sympathy and agreement of 
NALGO, if only because of that organisa- 
tion’s control of the staff side of the national 
negotiating machinery. 

‘ The executive committee has announced 
its opposition to this proposed move and 
set forth the reasons for its opposition. 
Generally speaking they were as follows: 


‘That the proposed organisation could 
exist only by grace of NALGO; 

‘That NALGO, which controls the staff 
side of local government machinery, is 
unresponsive to the special interests of 
architects by virtue of its very character 
—a large general union of clerks and 
administrative workers; 

‘That a  proportion—perhaps all—of 
the proposed LGAS membership would 
be required also to be members of 
NALGO; 

‘That if architects in any authority are 
able to band together on questions of 


salary and status, they can force the 
authority to negotiate with them direct, 
as the ABT has often proved. Members 
of the proposed LGAS, however, will lose 
all freedom of independent action, and 
will be tied to the existing local 
machinery dominated by a non-profes- 
sional, non-technical majority. 
‘This statement brought forth an 
answering one from Mr. W. C. Anderson, 
the General Secretary of NALGO, which 


was most revealing of their attitude to 
specialist minority groups, “ NALGO,” 
said Mr. Anderson, “would welcome the 


formation of such a society and would 
readily admit it to membership of its Con- 
sultative Committee on the terms which all 
the other sectional and professional societies 
of local government officers have accepted 
as fair and reasonable.” Mr. Anderson’s 
statement ended: “The right course for 
them is to follow the example of all other 
local government officers and give their 
allegiance to NALGO. .. .” 


Special Facilities 


*“ Most frank! and yet how revealing;” 
as the General Secretary said in a further 
letter to the press. “ Mr, Anderson makes 
no promise of any new facilities locally to 
overcome this situation (that is the out- 
numbering of specialist professional and 
technical groups and their exclusion as such 
from local negotiating committees). In- 
deed,” he goes on, “ it is difficult to see what 
special facilities could be given to the pro- 
posed LGAS without similar facilities being 
given to all the other 57 specialist groups 
he mentions. The existence of these 57 
groups,” he says, “is revealing. It appears 
that the proposed LGAS would be offered 
the 58th place on the existing Joint Con- 
sultative Committee . . . a very different 
proposition from the small Professions 
Panel . . . being canvassed amongst local 
government architects at the moment.” 
Finally, in answer to the inspiring call for 
architects to give their allegiance to 
NALGO, Mr. Shrosbee aptly remarks “ Isn’t 
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this where we came in?” And indeed is-it 
not so!’ 

Continuing, Mr. Hollamby said: ‘I well 
remember that famous annual general meet- 
ing at the RIBA two, or was it three, years. 
ago. Certainly the most overcrowded, 
turbulent and determined AGM that that 
august body had seen for many a long year. 
For perhaps the first time architects in the 
mass were thinking and speaking intelli- 
gently about the affairs of architects. But 
what was it all about? 

‘Basically there was one simple issue. 
The change in the structure of the profes- 
sion which had been quietly proceeding im 
the years before the war had speeded up 
enormously in the post-war years; but this 
changed structure resulting in a great in- 
crease in the demand for the services of 
architects, and particularly of architects in 
salaried employment, was not adequately 
reflected in their status and salaries. 

‘There was the single issue—how to 
achieve this enhanced status and financial 
reward which their training and service— 
they believed—demanded? And to this 
issue was added one simple fact—that the 
organisation apparently most in a position 
to fight for these aims, and to which at 
least a large number of those present at 
that meeting belonged, was NALGO, the 
disillusioned members of which were, 
among others, demanding that something 
be done by the RIBA on behalf of its 
salaried members. 


Another Committee 


‘What did the RIBA do in this situation? 
True to pattern it set up its own Royal 
Commission—the RIBA ad hoe committee 
—which too has laboured away for a year 
or two, or more, and has now proposed, in 
effect, that after all NALGO, with the ad- 
justment of yet another consultative com- 
mittee, is the most fitting organisation to 
fight for the status and salaries of local 
government architects. 

“I do not wish to belittle the efforts of 
the ad hoc committee—theirs was a difficult 
enough task, I am sure, approached in alt 
sincerity; but the road to hell, they say, is 
paved with good intentions. Something 
more than good intentions will be needed 
to lead architects to the promised land. The 
cruel facts are that the proposal of the 
RIBA ad hoc committee—in its present 
form—-will still further fragment the pro- 
fession, dividing its loyalties and making 
still more difficult to achieve the aim of 
raising the status and salaries of architects. 
as a whole. 

‘What of the salaried assistants to private 
practitioners? The ABT proposed over 
two years ago to the RIBA that some form 
of Whitley Council—on the lines of the 
“ Howitt” report—should be set up, with 
representatives of private employers on the 
one hand, and of their assistants on the 
other. The ABT offered to co-operate in 
the setting up of such machinery. What 
has the ad hoc committee done with this. 
important proposal? I believe it is time 
to make a further approach to the RIBA 
on this question. And here I must reiterate 
what they have already been told—that the 
ABT is willing to consider its own re- 
organisation, perhaps into a more federal- 
ised type of body, if it would help them im 
considering the proposals it has made.”

Tendering for Local Authority 
Projects 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, in- 
formed the Commons in a written reply on 
March 18, that he had no reason to believe 
that British firms were barred from tender- 
ing for loca} authority projects. 

He was replying to Mr. Storey, who had 
inquired what action was taken to ensure 
that British firms were not barred by local 
authorities from tendering for fittings of 
houses being built under subsidy, and the 
tenders for which were required to be 
approved by the department. 


Mr. Brooke said that details of tenders 
Were within the scope of local authority 
responsibility, and did not ordinarily require 
his approval. 


Mr. Bevins, the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry, in another written answer 
on the same day, said that the Minister was 
not satisfied that the existing law relating to 
liability for private street works was unrea- 
sonable, For that reason he could not hold 
out any prospect of introducing amending 
legislation. 


Dr. Donatp JoHNson had asked the 
Minister to take action to amend the Public 
Health Act, ‘1875, in the light of the heavily 
increased cost of roadmaking that was fall- 
ing on the owner occupiers of houses 
in unmade roads. 


Mr. BEvins said that the Minister had 
considered suggestions on those lines. 


Housing Allocations 


Mr. GeEorGE JeGerR asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government whether he 
was aware of the distress that has been 
caused by his refusal to allow more than 50 
houses to be built this year by the Goole 
Town Council, although their plans- were 
for 169 dwellings, as part of their slum- 
clearance proposals; and whether he would 
reconsider his decision. 


Mr. BROOKE: The council’s proposal 
would have involved starting in one year 
nearty half their entire slum clearance pro- 
gramme for five years, and to have allowed 
them to do this would have been unfair to 
authorities with greater and more urgent 
needs. 


Mk. JeGeER, asked the Minister how many 
houses the Knottingley Urban District 
Council wished to build during 1958; and 
for how many he had given permission. 


Mr. BROOKE: The council tell me that 
they wish to start 80 houses in 1958. { 
have said they may start 28. This compares 


with 36 starts approved in 1957, 21 in 1956, 
and 21 in 1955. rE 


Requisitioned Properties 


Sm JAN FRASER asked the Minister how 
many houses remained requisitioned by 


local authorities at the latest convenient 
date. 


Mr. Brooke: On January 31, 1958, local 
authorities held on requisition 23,763 pro- 
rties, comprising 40,226 dwellings. 


The School Building Programme 


CLAIMING that the cost of school build- 
ing had been reduced by half during 
the period of office of the Conservatives, 
Mr. GEorrreY LLoyp, Minister of Educa- 
tion, told the Commons on March 20 during 
a debate on education, that capital expendi- 
ture on school building for 1958-59 would 
be £60m, in spite of restrictions imposed 
last year. That was £3m. less than the sum 
for the previous year, but £9m. more than 
1956-57, and £20m. more than in 1955. 

Recently he had opened a new junior 
school in Buckinghamshire, with which 
everyone was delighted. It was indeed a 
famous school, because it created a stir 
when it was exhibited in replica at the Ber- 
lin Trade Fair last year. It created a 
sensation and interest among German 
architects and educationists. That school 
cost £44,000 compared with £84,000 at 
existing prices for a junior schoo] of the 
same size built 10 years ago. 

Considerable progress was being made 
with the rural reorganisation programme, in 
spite of the restrictions imposed in the 
autumn. At the present moment 224 schools 
under that programme were under construc- 
tion or approved to start. That meant that 
two-thirds of the programme was either com- 
pleted or going ahead, and the House would 
be encouraged to realise that only one-third 
had been postponed. 


Referring to the expansion of grammar 
schools, the Minister said that more than 
100 of this type of school had been built 
since the war, and 80 more were under 
construction, all of them with fine science 
laboratories. In addition, the Ministry was 
giving specially favourable consideration to 
projects for adding laboratories to old 
schools. Eighty of those projects were in 
the programme for this year, and another 80 
would probably follow next year. 


The Opposition claimed that the Minis- 
ter’s faith and optimism were misplaced, 
because if his figures were related to the 
continuing fall in the value of money, the 
increases in the Estimates—up by £26m., 
to £38lm. for 1958-59—were little more 
than marking time. They complained that 
the Minister, by recent circulars, had dis- 
couraged the promotion of major works, 
and curtailed the progress of minor build- 
ing projects any one of which did not cost 
more than £10,000. 

Sik EpwarpD BoyLe, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Education, replying 
to the debate, said that only 31 schools in 
the rural reorganisation scheme had had to 
be postponed. During the nine years 
1945-54 the total value of minor works com- 
pleted was £42m., and in the three follow- 
ing years it was £40m. For the moment 
there had to be restrictions, but he hoped it 
would not be long before they could be 
lifted. 

Last year starts had been made on £124m. 
worth of work on the technical education 
building programme. These starts were on 
116 projects, including 20 completely new 
colleges and 92 major extensions. The 
value of the projects completed last year 
was £7m., and the total value of the build- 
ing work done was £74m. 


He contended that the value of every 


pound spent on school building was greater 
to-day than it was in 1951. Every £1m. 
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spent produced about 25 per cent. more 
places than it did then. In 1951, the value 
of work done on major projects for primary 
and secondary schools was £34m. In 1957 
the comparable figure was £63m, and for 
this year it would be £60m. 

An Opposition motion rejecting the 
Government’s education policy as being 
inadequate to the needs of the nation was 
defeated by 306 votes to 244. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Price of: Wood Preservatives 

Mr. ARTHUR SKEFFINGTON asked the 
President of the Board of Trade, whether 
he was aware that the charges made for the 
supply of a number of proprietary wood 
preservatives were excessive; and whether 
he would introduce price control over these 
preparations. 

Sir Davip Ecc.es, replying on March 18, 
said: I have had no complaints about 
excessive charges for proprietary wood pre- 
servatives. ; 

Mr SKEFFINGTON said that the actual price 
of the contents of some of the proprietary 
wood preservatives and treatments for dis- 
ease was between 2s. and 3s, a gallon, that 
was a very generous allowance, and they 
were sold for 25s. There was a real racket 
going on, not only in the actual remedies, 
but in the treatment which a number of 
firms were advising people to carry out, 
often unnecessarily. 

He asked if the President was aware that 
in the case of a church in the Home Coun- 
ties where immediate treatment costing £600 
was recommended, although the beetle caus- 
ing the disease had been dead for several 
centuries, the money spent was entirely 
wasted. The department was supposed to 
protect customers, and would the President 
do something about that. 

Sir D. Ecc.es said that he was not aware 
of the case mentioned by Mr. Skeffington, 
and he had no power of price control. If 
there was a ring, the information could be 
lodged with the Registrar of Restrictive 
Trade Practices. 


Factories in North-East 

Mr. CHETWYND asked the President of the 
Board of Trade to state the number, value 
and area of factories now under construc- 
tion in the North-East Development Area 
and the estimated additional employment, 
giving separate figures for Government and 
privately-financed schemes. 

Sir D. Ecctes: Two Government- 
financed projects, in area 11,500 sq. ft., cost- 
ing about £31,000 to employ about 80 
persons. Eighty-eight privately-financed 
new projects, each exceeding 5,000 sq. ft. 
in area, and in total about four million sq. 
ft., which will employ 3,000 people. The 
total cost is not known to the Board of 
Trade. 

He added, in another reply, that in the 
North-east area the application for indus- 
trial development certificates were higher 
last year than the year before. That was 
an exception. 


Experiment in Plumbing 


Purley and Coulsdon housing committee 
have asked the council to replace copper 
cold-water piping with plastic pipes as an 
experiment at two houses in Chipstead 
Valley-road, Coulsdon. These have been 
selected because of their exposed position.

qT the meeting of the London County 
. Council on March 18, Mr. W. W. 
BEGLEY asked the chairman of the General 
Purposes, Town Planning and Education 
committees if the smaller Coade stone lion, 
formerly on the South Bank riverside (Lam- 
beth, Vauxhall), was now in store; would 
they consider the practicability of using this 
lion in connection with the Holborn-Kings- 
way improvement scheme, and was this 
smaller lion one of the works of Mr. W. F. 
Woodington, ARA? 
that the historic interest of the material and 
the standard of the work were sufficient 
reasons for siting it in Red Lion Square, 
Holborn (Holborn and St. Pancras South) 
in close proximity to the proposed extension 
to the Central! School of Arts and Crafts? 


In reply Mr. R. E. Goopwin stated that 
the lion formerly on the South Bank was in 
store and they did not consider using this 
lion in connection with the scheme men- 
tioned. On the third point the larger Coade 
stone lion bore the initials ‘W. F. W. scupt.’ 
The smaller one was probably also the work 
of Mr. W. F. Woodington, but there was no 
direct evidence of this. 

*Coade stone,’ he went on, ‘used to be 
manufactured on the South Bank, and the 
larger lion was a prominent landmark there 
for over a century. In view of their’ senti- 
mental and historical interest the two figures 
were preserved when the former Lion 
Brewery was demolished in 1949. They ‘were 
exhibited at the Festival of Britain, and are 
now listed under Standing Order 165 as 
objects of historical interest. After the 
Festival it was decided to retain the smaller 
lion permanently on the South Bank; and 
the Lambeth Borough Council, which had 
expressed a strong interest, concurred in its 
incorporation in the interim layout of the

upstream part of the site, from which it is 
at present temporarily removed.’ 


Mr. Begley, he said, would doubtless have 
observed that red lions were not indigenous 
to any particular part of London, but these 
particular specimens had strong associations 
with the South Bank and he proposed to 
leave them there.

flickering flames. 


Yes, | admit all the romance—the 
cinder fairies and _ coal 
dragons — but is it worth 


while? Perhaps after all it 
is: perhaps anything is worth 
while which encourages us to 
sit and think, or even just to 
sit, in this Sputnik age. But 
let us at least be real about 
the price we pay for it. 


What sort of open fire? 
Today it must be a smokeless 
one: no longer can we have 
big open log fires which most 
people love. Our fire must 
be smog-proof. And so I 
must, yes, I really must still 
argue against it. 

We all know what a 
nuisance an open fire is in 
planning a house. It always 
comes in the wrong place in 
the sitting room: you try 
hard to get it on the internal 
wall because that is where it 
should be, and it immediately 
upsets all the best internal 
arrangements, whereas if you 
put it on the external wall it 
is almost certain to upset a 
view. 

Modern planning requires 
freedom and openness, and 
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yet some of our all-window fiends 
put in a great ‘masonry’ structure 
embellished with all the knick-knacks of 
ye olde brasswork and trappings with 
stone slab floor to match. 

I suppose we are all romantics at heart. 
We may for a time endure the present 
fetish of space and glass walls, but | 
believe we shall come back to the smug 
stuffiness of the courting parlour, 
although this may of course have to be 
used for television in which case the 
courting ‘space’ will have to be found 
elsewhere. What a pity! ... But what 
has all this to do with the open fire? 
Very little! 


GRANTS FOR HISTORIC 
BUILDINGS 


£14 m. in Five Years 


Mr. HuGH MOoLson, Minister of Works. 
spoke on grants made by the Government 
for historic buildings at a meeting of the 
Rotary Club of London held on March 19 
at the Connaught Rooms, Great Queen- 
street, WC2. He said * The Historic Build- 
ings Act has now been in operation for 
nearly five years and it is possible to form 
some judgment of its working. The Historic 
Buildings Councils have exercised a wise dis- 
crimination in the recommendations that 
they have made. 

Grants in respect of 540 buildings have 
been made at a total cost of over £14 million. 
The owners or occupiers of these buildings 
have contributed approximately, the same 
amount. While the most notable grants have 
been made in respect of great country houses 
whose owners cannot be expected with the 
present burden of direct taxation to bear the 
whole cost of repairs, historic buildings of 
all kinds down to small cottages have re- 
ceived grants provided that they were of 
‘outstanding historic or architectural in- 
terest’ and there was need for Government 
assistance. 

Grants from the Ministry of Works are 
not made if the money can reasonably be 
provided by the owner or occupier of the 
building. In nearly all cases, therefore, a 
contribution is required as a condition for 
the grant. 

It has to be remembered always that the 
grant is made for the benefit of the building 
and not for the benefit of the owner. There 
is, of course, no way of compelling an owner 
to spend money on a building, and there- 
fore we can only exercise persuasion by 
making the grant conditional upon his doing 
so. I am glad to say that so far this method 
has succeeded and there has been no need 
to resort to the use of the compulsory pur~ 
chase powers of the Town and Country 
Planning Act. 

*No house of great national importance, 
so far as we know, has been demolished 
since the Historic Buildings Act came into 
force.”

BOARD FEDERATIONS 


First Annual Dinner 


HE timber trade, which had such a fine 

tradition in the past, should be 
thoroughly ashamed of the way in which 
they are running their businesses today,’ said 
Mr. C. V. CREFFIELD, president of the 
Imported Fibre Building Board Federation, 
at the Federation’s first annual dinner held 
on March 18, at Grosvenor House, Park- 
lane, W1. 


‘In my opinion, he went on, ‘the 
distributing trades concerned with timber 
and fibre building boards will never improve 
until the executives concerned: realise that 
extra turnover today at nominal profits is 
not profitable and never will be profitable 
when the cost of money is as high as it is at 
present. I think they should also realise 
that this high cost of money may well con- 
tinue to last for a very long time and a 
return to the conditions such as existed pre- 
war will never take place. 


The Federation are often asked as to why 
it cannot do something about this state of 
affairs. We cannot control prices, we avoid 
telling members what to do, we exist to give 
a service, not to show people how to run 
their businesses. Nevertheless, an attempt 
is being made to examine the handling costs 
of board at different levels of quantity in the 
hope that we might be able to publish such 
costs and bring them to the notice of 
responsible people in the trade who may not 
realise what is going on. 


At the beginning of his speech Mr. 
Creffield pointed out that this was the first 
year since the wallboard trade commenced 
having annual dinners that it had been 
organised other than by WIDMA. He then 
gave details of the events which led to the 
setting up of the Federation as it was today. 
It had come into being due to the necessity 
of those engaged in importation of having 
an organisation which combined all the 
imported interests. 

Sir Henry Wilson Smith, KCB, KBE, 
responded to the toast to ‘The Guests’ 
proposed by the president and Mr. E. P. 
Lawrence proposed the toast to ‘ The Chair- 
man. 


European Federation 


Tue European Federation of Fibre Board 
Manufacturers (FEROPA) which includes 
manufacturers from Great Britain, Germany, 
Austria, Belgium, Spain, France, Italy, The 
Netherlands and Switzerland, held its 
annual general meeting in Paris on Febru- 
ary 6.

PRICES OF BUILDING COMMODITIES 


February Sees Indices Levels Reduced 


FEBRUARY SAW A NOTICEABLE FALL in the 
index (published in the Board of Trade 
Journal for March 21) of materials pur- 
chased by the Building and Civil Engineer- 
ing and by the House Building industries. 
The former, at 111.5 is @.2 below the 
January figure and is 0.1 below the figure 
for January a year ago. House building 
materials at 111.3 are 0.3 below the January 


figures and 0.8 lower than in January, 1957. 

So far as individual items are concerned, 
the prices of the main materials remain 
constant, but there are small reductions 
noted for steel sheets, galvanised cisterns, 
etc., and for homegrown hardwood. 

The wholesale price index numbers have 
been changed to a new basis (1954= 100) 
giving a better guide to price changes.

President’s Advice to Architects 
at Annual Luncheon 


ADVICE to architects in relation to the 

use of home-grown timber was given 
by Mr. R. M. BaTCHELLER, chairman of the 
English Timber Merchants Association, at 
the annual luncheon, held on March 12 at 
the Connaught Rooms, Great Queen-street, 
WC2. Replying to the toast to ‘The 
Association, proposed by Mr. RONALD 
Warp, FRIBA, he asked that the timber 
merchants be given the opportunity to serve 
all timber-using industries. 

Home-grown timber, he pointed out, grew 
with natural shapes and curves and the 
modern idea of straight line design was in 
opposition to this. He went on to refer to 
‘impossible specifications’ which asked 
that timber be ‘free of knots, sap, etc.,’ 
adding that architects should learn to use 
timber naturally to show off its true 
character to the full. 

On costs, Mr. Batcheller said, ‘ we in the 
Association are anxious to assist in reduc- 
ing costs. To do this it is necessary for 
the architect to work in closer liaison with 
us than at present.’ He went on to suggest 
that, instead of commencing with the foot- 
ings of buildings, consideration should be 
given to the joinery side of the contract. 

On the use of soft woods, the president 
said: ‘ Let the architect specify it, the joiner 
recommend it, and the Forestry Commission 
make it available at an economic price, so 
that home merchants are enabled to com- 
pete with foreign imports.’ 

In his speech Mr. Ward stated that the 
increasing use of substitute materials had 
proved to be one of the most difficult 
obstacles for the Association’s members to 
overcome. 

The toast to ‘The Guests’ was proposed 
by the vice-chairman of the Association, 
Mr. F. Darby. Mr. R. Slattery, president 
of the Joinery Managers Association, res- 
ponded. The president of the Midland 
Home .Timber Association, Mr. F. W. 
Smith, proposed the toast to ‘The Chair- 
man.’ 


BIRMINGHAM’S OVERSPILL 
Two More Towns Interested 


REPRESENTATIVES of two more Midlan“ 
country towns visited Birmingham on March 
17 to discuss terms for taking some of the 
city’s overspill industry and population. 
They were Market Drayton in Shropshire 
and Kington in Herefordshire. 

Preliminary talks had been held previously 
with both authorities. Monday’s discussions, 
held at the Council House, were at top level, 
with the chairman of Birmingham’s Over- 
spill Committee, Alderman W. T. Bowen. 


Market Drayton is, to a large extent, 
dependent upon farming and its cattle 
market serves a wide area. It would like to 
have more industries. Although the popu- 
lation of the town is only 5,700, its council 
has completed an ambitious post-war hous- 
ing programme and now controls 473 
municipal houses and flats. 

Kington is similarly placed and would also 
like to see its population of just over 1,800 
increased by skilled workers from Birming- 
ham. It has built 73 municipal houses.

Interesting Displays at Earls Court 


With an electricity bill in the region 
of £1,000 per day, the 400 exhibitors 
at Earls Court must have some of the most 
powerfully lighted stands to be seen at any 
exhibition. The products to be seen under 
this vast array of lighting cover a wide range 
of interests, linked only by the fact that 
they are all in some way connected with 
the use, production or control of electricity. 
The manufacturers of lighting fittings are 
there in force; the centre of the ground 
floor is taken up by their stands, which 
are strangely alike, as are many of the 
fittings displayed. The stands are mainly 
double-decker space frames, and the most 
popular type of fitting is the moulded glass 
shade, which seems to be high fashion at 
the moment. Illuminated ceilings are also 
popular, and there seems to be a growing 
amount of competition in this field as 
several of the larger manufacturers have 
recently introduced similar-looking designs. 
On other stands of the exhibition can be 
found seemingly every possible type of 
electrical heating, but particular attention is 
being paid to night storage heating, which 
can operate on ‘off-peak’ tariffs. Also 
displayed are several types of electrical floor 
heating systems which are creating much 
interest at the moment. Other varieties of 
heaters to be seen include convector, radiant, 
infra-red, ceiling, wall and floor-mounted 
types, and fans that double as heaters or 
coolers. 

There are also many domestic electric 
appliances to be seen, and a tremendous 
range of industrial equipment. Other 
stands are featuring atomic and traditional 
power Stations, and a section shows the wide 


use to which electric power is put in 
hospitals. The exhibition closes tomorrow 
(Saturday). 

RESTRICTIVE TRADE 


PRACTICES 
Further Cases for Court 


Tue Registrar of Restrictive Trading 
Agreements has now been directed by the 
Board of Trade to give priority in reference 
to the Restrictive Practices Court to agree- 
ments relating to the supply of: baths; 
bricks including refractory bricks; contrac- 
tors’ plant; dustbins; electric lighting equip- 
ment and fittings; fencing and fencing 
materials; galvanised tanks; motor cars and 
commercial vehicles; paint; paper; paper- 
board; road or other construction materials 
of any of the following descriptions— 
aggregates, whether coated or not, asphalts, 
ballast, bituminous road emulsions, gravel, 
precast concrete products, roadstone, sand; 
ropes; steel drums and kegs; tyres. 

This is the third direction issued by the 
Board of Trade under its powers to direct 
the Registrar as to the agreements which 
are to be given priority in reference to the 
Court, and there are some 250 agreements 
affecting the commodities mentioned. The 
Registrar will select those agreements unde 
each head which appear to him the most 
important or typical, and Notices of 
Reference, which mark the formal com- 
mencement of proceedings, will be issued 
in respect of those selected as soon as pos- 
sible. 





PLASTICS PROSPECTS 
‘No Need for Despondency ’ 


* GIVEN reasonable trade conditions, there 
is no limiting target yet in sight for the 
expansion of the UK plastics industry,” said 
Mr. H. V. Porrer (Bakelite, Ltd.), presi- 
dent, at the annual meeting of the British 
Plastics Federation held in London on 
March 19. 

‘New materials and new uses for existing 
materials are continually being developed 
and with our spirit of aggression, which 
creates progress, there is no reason to be 
despondent about the future.’ he said. 

Output last year was estimated at 
400,000 tons, worth about £110 m., and an 
increase of nearly 20 per cent. on the 
figures for 1956—there had been substan- 
tial rises each year, except for 1952. 
Exports of raw materials in 1957 equalled 
112,000 tons worth nearly £30 m., repre- 
senting an increase in value of nearly 15 per 
cent. over 1956. 

The Federation was keeping in close 
touch with European Free Trade Area 
developments, having formed a_ special 
sub-committee in April, 1957, and he 
thought the majority of industrialists con- 
sidered in the long run that the proposals 
would be advantageous to all countries 
concerned. 


GUILD OF SURVEYORS 
Annual Dinner and Dance 


THE annual dinner and dance of the 
Guild of Surveyors was held at the Cumber- 
land Hotel, W1, on March 21, with the 
President, Professor Sir Albert Richardson, 
KCVO, P-PRA, FRIBA, in the chair. 

Mr. JOHN BETIEMAN, who proposed the 
toast of the Guild, gave a most amusing 
account of how he came to be wearing a 
black tie at the top table, and set the tone 
for what proved to be a happy and con- 
vivial evening. He said that surveyors did 
not always get the credit they deserved in 
the creation of some of the best buildings. 

SiR ALBERT RICHARDSON, who replied, 
was as ebullient as ever in exposing the 
vanities of modern art and architecture. 
Referring to the work of the Guild, he said 
it was the only body of its sort in the world 
that united all sections of surveyors. 

Referring to the ‘ wonderful period of the 
19th century, Sir Albert said that Mr. 
Betjeman was a great surveyor of that 
era, and indeed he regarded * my dear John’ 
as a prophet of Victorian architecture. In 
time we should come to appreciate the 
greatness of this period. He thought there 
was a growing desire to return to the tran- 
quility of those times. 

The toast of the ladies and guests was 
proposed by Mr. AnTHONy J. Hayes, who 
said that he did not think that there was 
general awareness of the new powers of 
civic authorities to prevent eyesores and 
promote beauty. The only time we all 
seemed to be alive to these powers was 
when a local authority started erecting new 
lamp posts! 

The Mayor of St. Marylebone, Counci- 
Lor Joun E. Guest, who replied to the toast 
of the ladies and the guests, spoke of the 
need for one planning authority to deal with 
planning matters in place of the present 
‘hopeless and chaotic situation.’ 
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THE COST OF DELAYS 
Navy Accounts Published 


IN a report on the Navy Appropriation 
Account, 1956-57, published on March 19, 
Sir Frank Tribe, the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General, calls attention to the fact 
that delays in making decisions at the 
Admiralty cost the public thousands of 
pounds. 

He says that the estimate for the transfer 
of the Royal Observatory from Greenwich 
to Herstmonceux Castle rose between 1945 
and 1956 from £225,000 to £1m., although 
part of the work is in abeyance. 

The increases; he was told by the 
Admiralty, were caused mainly by a general 
rise in building costs; by changes and elabo- 
rations, sometimes considerable, of the 
1945 scheme to meet revised technical re- 
quirements; architectural refinements, and 
higher aesthetic standards introduced by 
the consulting architect; and additional ex- 
penditure arising from the delays due to 
modifications. 

Sir Frank Tribe calls attention to the cost 
of those delays. The account shows that 
an extra-contractual payment of £40,000 
was made to a contractor, in 1956-57 ‘in 
respect of delays due to technical and design 
difficulties.. A similar payment of £30,000 
was made during 1955-56. 


‘NEW HOMES FOR OLD’ 
London Demonstration 


FLATLETS for old people are included in a 
London demonstration showing how soundly 
built old houses can be converted with the 
aid of grants of up to half the cost. Fulham 
Borough Council, who are converting the 
entire length of one side of a street neat 
the Broadway, have arranged, in conjunction 
with the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, to show five houses until April 
12. These 90-year-old three-storey houses. 
38-46, Cedarne-road, SW6, have been con- 
verted into one-, two-and three-bedroom 
flats, including eight bed-sittingroom flatlets 
for old people. 

Owned by the Council, they are typical 
of many in the borough and throughout 
London which lend themselves to conver- 
sion. The conversion and improvement 
work carried out points the way for private 
owners, who can apply to their local autho- 
rities for grants of up to half the cost of 
work. There is a ceiling of a £400 grant 
for each separate dwelling and local authori- 
ties have the power to lend the owner his 
share of the cost. 

Excluding repairs, which averaged £100 a 
flat, the cost of the conversions ranged from 
£550 (amount of grant £275) for the smaller 
of the flatlets, to £690 (grant £345) for a 
three-bedroom flat. 

So that visitors to the demonstration can 
contrast the new with the old, the first of 
the five houses has been left in its original 
state, the remaining four being converted 
horizontally in pairs. A three-bedroom flat 
and one of the flatlets for old people have 
been furnished to give a clearer idea of what 
they would be like to live in. 

The demonstration will be open to the 
public until April 12, from 11 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Mondays to Fridays, and 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
on Saturdays, including Easter Saturday. It 
will be closed on Sundays and Good Friday, 
but will be open on Easter Monday. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 
Richmond’s Housing 


RICHMOND Council’s Housing Commit- 
tee has proposed that the Minister of 
Housing should be approached with a view 
to asking for an increased allocation of 
houses to be built this year. It has now 
been decided by the Minister that a block 
of 64 fiats can be built at Lower Mortlake- 
road. A scheme to build multi-storey flats 
at- Ham Close, Ham, and another for 42 
flats at North-road have had to be shelved 
unless the Minister can be persuaded to 
change his mind. 


Stockton Development Inquiry 

A public inquiry into Stockton’s 20-year 
development plan, as envisaged in the Town 
Map now on deposit at the Ministry of 
Housing, is to be held on April 29.

When the Bank rate was increased to 
7 per cent. in September, 1957, the Council 
of The Building Societies Association made 
no change in its recommendations regarding 
the rates of interest paid on investments or 
charged on mortgages. Since then, most 
members of the Association have found it 
possible to avoid any disturbance of exist- 
ing rates. The fall in the Bank rate 
announced on March 20 is_ therefore 
unlikely to have any effect upon the current 
rates of interest paid and charged by most 
building societies, state the Association. 


The Late Mr. W. P. Brazier 


Mr. Walter Phillip Brazier, chairman of 
Messrs. Brazier and Son, Ltd., the South- 
ampton building contractors, has died at the 
age of 78. He joined the firm when he was 
16 years old and became its chairman in 
1916. Mr. Brazier was twice president of 
Southampton and District Association of 
Building Trades Emplovers, in 1917, and 


again in 1931. Last year his long service to 
the Association was recognised by his 
appointment as an honorary member. 


Timber Booklet

CEMENT STANDARDS 
REVISED 
Important Development on Testing 


HE ninth revision of British Standard 12 
Portland Cement, has just been com- 
pleted (the eighth was in 1947). Many 
detailed changes have been made to bring 
the standard up-to-date, but the more 
important developments are the introduc- 
tion of a standard concrete test, increases 
in the strength requirements, improvements 
in sampling and simplication of testing for 
setting time and soundness of the product. 
Hitherto, cement strength tests have been 
made on mortar, either as bricquettes tested 
in tension or as cubes tested in compression. 
Both mortar tests require the use of a 
standard sand from one source only, and 
the results obtained must be carefully 
interpreted in order to assess the value of 
the cement in concrete. 


The particular advantages of the new 
standard concrete test are that it permits 
the use of a wide range of aggregates, within 
certain specified limits, and that the cement 
is tested in the form in which it is generally 
used in practice, so that the results are of 
more direct value to engineers. The develop- 
ment of this test is considered to be an 
important advance in the field of cement 
and concrete technology, and the value of 
the new British Standard should be increased 
accordingly. 

The improved sampling clauses permit a 
user to sample a consignment of cement in 
as much detail as he wishes; previously he 
could obtain only an average sample for a 
given consignment, however large. 


The tests for setting times and sound- 
ness of cement are now much simplified 
by using one standard percentage addition 
of water for a given sample of cement. 

Two other standards for cement have also 
been completely revised to bring them up- 
to-date. They are BS 146: Portland Blast- 
furnace Cement, price 7s. 6d., and BS 1370: 
Low-Heat Portland Cement, price 8s. 6d. 
Their requirements have now been corre- 
lated with those of BS 12, price 7s. 6d., 
and in these two also the tensile test has 
been replaced. 


The three cement standards have been 
revised by a widely representative committee 
including nominees from research bodies. 
civil engineers, architects and surveyors, 
building interests, Government Departments. 
and other large-scale users of cement, and 
from the cement industry itself.

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Location of Offices In Relation to Workers’ Homes 
CONFERENCE AT THE HOUSING CENTRE 


J{VIDENCE of the benefits that large 

and small business firms and their 
employees have derived as the result of 
moving the greater part of their head 
offices out of London into the country or 
suburbs was adduced at a one-day 
Housing Centre conference, on March 
11, when executives of five such firms 
described their companies’ experiences of 
these removals and information from 
three others was read. 


The conference was called to consider 
the location of offices in relation to office 
workers’ homes and the relationship of 
the subject both to housing and town and 
country planning. As it happened, the 
discussion centred on London and the 
Opening speaker was Mr. Richard 
Edmonds, chairman of the LCC Town 
Planning Committee. Chairman of the 
morning session was Lord Conesford, 
who, as Mr. Henry Strauss, was once 
Minister of Town and Country Planning, 
and Miss Judith Ledeboer, chairman of 
the Housing Centre, was in the chair for 
the afternoon session. 


After speaking of the development of 
“urban sprawl’ in general and particu- 
larly as experienced in Greater London, 
Mr. EDMONDS instanced the compara- 
tively moderate size of the great cities 
of the Middle Ages and commented that 
mere size was never a measure of the 
commercial effectiveness of a city. That 
was a point which we in London were 
coming to realise today. 


Already the London Development Plan 
was showing signs of working effectively 
and we were getting a reduction in the 
volume of industrial employment in 
Central London, although we were 
lagging behind as far as the reduction of 
offices was concerned. Actually more 
offices had been coming into the centre 
of London recently. The removal of 
building licensing had led to a whole mass 
of applications coming in for planning 
permission for a great deal of develop- 
ment of the office-block kind. 


Resistance to Travelling 


Now, said Mr. Edmonds, every day 
612,000 people came into London to work 
in offices. The total of general workers 
in Central London was about a million 
and a quarter. Newspaper advertise- 
ments, however, indicated that it was 
now becoming more difficult to get 
workers to come into the centre of 
London to do office work. More and 
more people were finding the journey 
to work extremely irksome. 


Mr. Edmonds conceded that London 
depended largely on having ‘prestige 
offices” in the centre; at the same time 
the LCC wanted to see more residential 
development in Central London so that 
it did not become a dead city at night 
and at week-ends. Those firms that did 
international business needed to retain 
certain of their departments in Central 
London, such as the board room and its 
ancillary offices, perhaps the Press 
department, possibly the technical depart- 


ment—although perhaps that work could 
be as well done outside London. 

But in addition to ‘ prestige offices’ in 
the centre it was desirable to have more 
homes there. That was another palliative 
that relieved the office workers of the 
strain of the journey to and from work 
and made for a more lively ‘heart’ in 
the centre of London. 


Mr. Edmonds expressed the hope that 
in the Barbican and Bunhill Fields 
development areas there would eventually 
be a population of 10,000 to 12,000. 
Already we saw the magnificent develop- 
ment at Golden-lane which was paving 
the way for the creation of residential 
areas in the City. 

Mr. Edmonds would also like to see 
office development moved to the inner 
and outer perimeters of London, particu- 
larly at great centres of traffic inter- 
section. 

As far as office development on the 
outer perimeter was concerned, Mr. 
Edmonds visualised such boroughs as 
Croydon and East and West Ham and 
portions of Kent, Surrey, Middlesex and 
Essex being utilised. He also thought 
more could be done to encourage the 
siting of offices, as distinct from factories, 
in the new and expanded towns near 
London. Already there was evidence of 
a trend for large business firms to move 
out of the centre of London. 


Barbican Applicants 


Mr. E. M. RicHarps, housing manager 
to the City Corporation, testified to the 
fact that more and more people who 
worked in the City wanted to live near 
to their work. They were prepared to pay 
higher rents for accommodation than 
they were paying now in outer areas and 
part of that higher rent would be offset 
by lower fares or no cost at all of travel 
to their place of employment. The pub- 
licity the Barbican scheme had already 
received had led to the City Corporation 
receiving many applications for accom- 
modation there from the middle and 
higher income groups. 

The human problems of office workers 
whose offices were removed from London 
to the provinces—or even only a few 
miles outside the Metropolis — were 
described by Miss H. C. Hart, general 
secretary of the National Association of 
Women Civil Servants. 

Miss Hart’s chief point was that so far 
neither successive governments nor local 
authorities had made anything like 
adequate provision for housing civil ser- 
vants so moved. This lack of housing 
was especially marked in regard to single 
persons. In the Newcastle area, for 
example, only some 300 extra houses 
were provided, whereas thousands of civil 
servants were transferred there when the 
Ministry of National Insurance head- 
quarters were set up there. 

But Miss Hart thought local authori- 
ties were now taking a little more notice 
of the fact that single persons were 
entitled to some accommodation. She 


thought everyone who was moved into 
the country should be assured of a home 
no worse than the one he or she was 
giving up. There should be a properly 
planned scheme of additional housing 
provision for transferred civil servants 
before they were moved out of.London, 
Among the questions that were: asked 
by civil servants who were to be moved 
out of London, said Miss Hart, was: 
‘Why move us out if other offices are 
being built and other office staffs are 
being brought into London?:’ A similar 
question was asked by Miss BAILEY, also 
of the National Association of Women 
Civil Servants, in the discussion, who 
questioned whether there was any point 
in a number of large concerns movin 
their offices out of London if immediately 
the owners of their buildings re-let th 
same offices to concerns which were 
coming into the city. This point was not 
answered by any of the subsequent 
speakers in the whole of the conference. 


Offices in New Towns 


Speakers who were officials in some of 
the new towns and others drew 
attention to the value to the new towns 
themselves of large offices entering their 
boundaries, both from the financial point 
of view and the aspect of the employ- 
ment of grammar school boys and girls 
now at school in the new towns. 

In a comment on the morning sessions 
Lorp CONESFORD (who confessed to 
being an enthusiastic Londoner) said one 
of the reasons why London still appealed 
to a great many people as a place both 
to live in and to work in was that not 
only did it have superb open spaces, it 
still contained areas that were built up 
but were not ashamed of being urban. 

In this matter of planning we must pre- 
serve both the town and the country, or 
we should preserve neither. You would 
never preserve the countryside while you 
made the towns so repulsive that people 
thought of them as places from which 
to flee. Neither would you preserve 
towns if you made them places from 
which it was impossible to escape into 
the beautiful countryside. : 

A remarkable mass of evidence of the 
benefits which they had derived from 
moving the bulk of their offices outside 
London was given by several firms. The 
first report was given by Mr. L J. 
O’HEA, managing director of Colt Venti- 
lation, Ltd., who moved the whole of 
their head offices (with the exception of 
a small pied-d-terre) out to Surbiton in 
1941. The intention then, he said, was to 
return to London when that became 
possible, but the firm’s experience of 
working at Surbiton proved such a happy 
one that the return was never made. 

At Surbiton the company had taken 
over two large four-storey Victorian 
houses and their architect had cleverly 
joined them together and added to them. 
In the rear of the offices were attractive 
lawns and the whole atmosphere was con- 
ducive to peaceful concentration on their 
work by the staff. He had calculated that 
the company was saving at least £14,000 
a year in rentals and other charges by 
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remaining at Surbiton. 

Mr. O’Hea stated that a large pro- 
portion of the staff were recruited locally. 
it was noticeable that they arrived at the 
affice fresher than did the staff when they 
were in London, they worked harder and 
were healthier, resulting in less 
absenteeism owing to illness. 

Much the same account of the results 
of their moving offices out of London was 
given by representatives of Merz and 
McLellan (consulting engineers), 
Kennedy and Donkin (consulting 
engineers), the Cornhill Insurance Co., 
the Crusader Insurance Co., Smedley’s, 
Ltd., W. T. Henley’s Telegraph and 


Cable Co., Ltd., Braithwaite and Co., 
Ltd. (structural engineers) and the 
Electro-Chemical Engineering Co., Ltd. 
Some said it was possible to work slightly 
longer hours in their comparatively new 
locations, and it seemed that the ‘rate 
for the job’ was a little below the wages 
and salaries they would have had to pay 
in London. 

The consulting engineers observed that 
one snag was that the senior executives, 
whose work entailed meeting clients in 
London and travelling to the provinces 
and occasionally abroad were called 
upon to do even more travelling than 
when the offices were in London. 





‘ Designer-Constructor Relations’ 
4 PAPER TO THE INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS 


R. G. GRENFELL Baines, ARIBA, 

AMTPI, presented a paper en- 

titled * Designer-Constructor Relations,’ 

‘o members of the Institute of Builders 

at a meeting held on February 19 at the 

RIBA, 66 Portland-place, Wl. Mr. H. S. 
Qddie, president, was in the chair. 

Following are extracts from Mr. 
Baines’ paper: 

Against the historical background, the 
natures of design and construction and 
the nature of the people in them, I would 
ltke to discuss two aspects of Designer- 
Censtructor relations: (1) Psychological 
aspects which are not only applicable to 
building but industry generally; and (2) 
practical aspects of our job which do 
come down to building. 

It seems to me there is bound to be ten- 
sion between designers and constructors. 
{t is almost ‘inevitable that the man who 
makes a thing, whose apparatus is expen- 
sive, weighty and immobile, who controls 
large numbers of men, machines, quan- 
tities of material, and so on, will, by the 
very ‘weight’ of the things around’ him, 
build up a vested interest in one aspect 
of the problem—the making; on the other 
hand, the designer, the man with creative 
responsibilities, is a type who will con- 
wtantly be examining the product to see 
how to improve it. Inevitably he will 
want to change things. Thus, this gap 
between the two is more or less one of 
the laws of nature. 


Lesson for Both Parties 


The lesson of that for both parties is 
to make their peace with the inevitable: 
tor the designer to decide he will never 
exploit the situation and for the construc- 
ter to decide he will never resent it. Both 
parties should realise that in the gap lies 
the little space in which reside the best 
ideas. I have discovered time and again 
that the difference between the other man 
und me has been the very ground where 
he answers lie. 

We now come to a second psychologi- 
cal aspect which I call ‘ There, but for 
the grace.’ Every constructor is some- 
thing of a frustrated designer. Have you 
moliced the way builders have their un- 
fortunate children trained to be archi- 
tects? A very human and natural way 
of working out this frustration. 

{ would not say every designer is 
t frustrated constructor. Architects like 


to dabble with bricks, to set pebbles, be- 
come wise about the nature of mortar 
joints and so on. Certainly, if we do not 
try to build in fact, we fancy ourselves at 
building on paper; and sometimes, you 
know, we get quite good ideas. 

What is the answer there ? Just as I 
suggested that designers should not ex- 
ploit the gap, I do not think constructors 
should exploit their urges unduly nor 
should we designers resent it. Designers 
can help by taking an interest in the edu- 
cation of constructors, helping them to 
appreciate the nature of architecture to 
get a deeper joy out of it and, by appre- 
ciation, relieve the itch to design them- 
selves. 

Ten Practical Aspects 

What about our practical relations ? 
Aspects of practical relations peculiar to 
building are legion. I could mention ten, 
each of which needs an evening. Time 
factor; how we earn our living; educa- 
tion; joint organisation; information; in- 
formation services—inside the industry 
and from the industry out; division of 
responsibility; documents; ‘all-in’ ser- 
vices; competitive tendering—advan- 
tages and evils, and machine building. I 
will take two. The first is the time factor 
as it affects our method of working to- 
gether. We have seen that building has 
entirely different characteristics from 
other industries. Many times in the case 
of other industries the product is ahead 
of the demand. The design process with 
ensuing development work and the actual 
making may have been going on years 
ahead of the need. 

Now, with the exception of spec. hous- 
ing, offices to some extent and a certain 
amount of industry, our industry is the 
other way around: the processes of 
design production and so on follow the 
demand and, in our experience, almost 
without exception we find that clients 
have waited years before commissioning 
a proiect. 

I have already mentioned why, and 
what I think is the answer: cost informa- 
tion. I have also wondered whether it 
would not be possible for designers and 
the constructors to set up a ‘ preliminary 
professional advice service’ for quite a 
modest fee to which prospective building 
owners could turn to get a quick assess- 
ment as to whether their project was 
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within the realms of possibility. Some- 
thing of that order, arranged by your 
Institute and ours and advertised widely, 
would be a service of which many pros- 
pective building owners could take 
advantage. 

Some of you know the JCC has a study 
group working on this problem and I 
think the solution may be a very much 
closer study of programming. To me 
this is one of the weakest functions of 
management in the industry. We must 
share responsibility for that, but program- 
ming is absolutely vital if we are going 
to function properly as designers and yet 
gear-in with those who have to follow us 
immediately, the quantity surveyor and 
the constructor, 

I have said that fundamental design 
cannot be speeded up by multiplying 
bodies, but I do think design at the erec- 
tion stage can be speeded up by the adop- 
tion of standard working details by 
designers and constructors in various dis- 
tricts of the country. I am convinced 
that modern design in building has gone 
far enough, the trying out of various 
techniques has gone far enough. It is 
high time the multiplicity of details from 
the designers was reduced and builders, 
architects and quantity surveyors got to- 
gether to produce, in the first place, stan- 
dard details for a modest type of con- 
struction, say, a house. The critical 
points are the roof, windows, and door- 
ways. Let us together choose, say, three 
alternatives from which anyone can 
select. Let the public know if they will 
use these details it will be quicker and 
possibly cheaper. This is a way to speed 
up design, and an immediate job for dis- 
trict joint consultative councils to take 
up. 
Another and difficult solution to 
attempt in this matter of timing would 
be to create a work-exchange. I will not 
suggest the answer is to nationalise build- 
ing. I may be trying to put one impos- 
sible ideal in the place of another, but I 
do think some system of work exchange 
might be tried, at first on a modest basis. 
If successful it could be widened out. 

Earning a Living 

I now wish to speak about earning a 
living and, at the same time, touch on 
responsibilities. A lot has been heard 
lately in this room about earning a liv- 
ing. There are some very worried and 
disgruntled designers in the Institute, I 
can tell you. I have told my friends I 
have gone through these exercises my- 
self and decided quite quickly they will 
not get us anywhere. Yet we have many 
problems here: some of which we have 
created ourselves and we will solve them 
ourselves. 

We do not earn a great deal as 
designers to the building industry. I can 
say this because in our office we try to 
practise income-sharing. We have given 
up profit-sharing as old-fashioned. In- 
come-sharing is a much more sensible 
approach because income-sharing does 
away with the problem of loss-sharing. 
When income is low, shares are low; 
when it is high all do well out of it. It 
works. But even in our office where we 
try to create good conditions we are 
struggling to achieve an average of £1,000 
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. meets challenge of rising costs

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a year for our qualified designers over a 
staff of 30 and we have not quite reached 
it yet. What a miserable objective! 
When doctors talk of an inadequate in- 
come averaging £2,000, I get worried. 

Our income is tied to your production. 
The quicker our documents are turned 
into buildings, the better our turnover 
and the more income we can share. 

There is another aspect of responsi- 
bility in this process of earning a living 
—where I think we are due for a change 
—and that is quality control. It is 
absolutely wrong and bad for relations 
that designers should have to control 
quality. The man to control quality is 
the man who pays the men who are pro- 
ducing quality. 

If the building industry would set up 
its own inspection system with a really 
effective system of guarantees the reten- 
tion money system could be changed 
completely and practically wiped out. 
Thus, much of the under-capitalising 
from which you suffer could be done 
away with. We need to look closely at 
this question and let the constructor 
assume the responsibility. 

Then one point about responsibility 
which I think designers ought to concede 
and that is who is in control on the site. 
We have made the builder, the general 
constructor, chairman of our site meet- 
ings in the last few jobs we have been 
doing. One of the advantages we have 
noticed is that the builder takes a much 
firmer hold (and is more disposed to take 
a firmer hold) over his nominated sub- 
contractors and suppliers. 

Ultimately, I would like to see us 
brought together by finding a common 
basis for our training. We have now the 
joint Board of Building Education to 
help. Ultimately I hope to see a greatly 
improved national attitude to building as 
one of the true values in life. 

Now for designers: I think our greatest 
problem is cost control by analysis. It 
is a skill we have got to acquire quickly. 
We are working on it and you could help 
us too. Another weakness is office 
organisation; it is not good. The problem 
of having sufficient whole men or, alter- 
natively, sufficient whole organisations. 
Because paper can be sent out quickly 
and jobs can be done at a distance from 
a designer's office, there is a lot to be 
said for forming large groups of ‘all in’ 
design organisations with engineers, 
quantity surveyors and architects under 
one roof and in one group with equal 
status. 

I hope you will understand that 
differences between designers and con- 
structors will be inevitable, but, when 
understood, they can be exploited as the 
true source of ideas. Gaps will be in- 
evitable and inevitably bricks will be 
thrown across those gaps, but, if we can 
use those bricks to build a bridge, then 
we shall be getting somewhere. 


Discussion 


Mr. D. W. SHEPHERD: One of the 
things that does strike builders who 
really think about their job when they 
get thinking about the design is the 
quality of the design in the first place. I 
do think there is a very serious shortage 
of designers in the building industry and 


that the conception of managers in the 
first place is very indifferent. 


A lot of the trouble lies in the poor 
pay of architects and the fact that not 
enough clients are prepared to pay more 
for their buildings to get pleasing-looking 
buildings. Far too many of the new 
buildings being put up are mediocre in 
appearance. | think that if a building 
is well conceived in the first place, the 
contractor can much more easily work 


out the application of methods and so 
on, 


I feel that the shortage of designers, if 
we are to make building really popular, 
is one of the major deficiences from 
which we suffer. I would like to hear 
from the speaker what he thinks the pros- 
pects are of improving the quality of the 
design ? 

Mr. Barnes: Mr. Shepherd said there 
was a shortage of designers and that 
designs were indifferent in conception. I 
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imagine that, from the building point of 
view, our questioner means indifferent in 
the choice of structure rather than in 
actual arrangement of spaee, because the 
training of architects nowadays at 
Schools of Architecture in arranging 
space for a purpose is very good. Take, 
for example, the way in which school 
design as a matter of space arrangement 
to cut down the proportion of cireulat- 
ing to working space and so on has held 
the cost per place of schools against ris- 
ing building costs for five years. That is 
the sort of thing at which designers are 
good. 

When it comes to choice of structure 
and materials I must agree there are 
weaknesses. 


I agree there is a shortage of time. If 
this is to be overcome by greatly multi- 
plying the designers, then heaven alone 
knows how we are going to get a living. 
It is probably going to be best overcome 
by adoption of standard detail. That is

Mr. VINCENT: I would like to chal- 
lenge this question of the inevitable gap 
you mentioned between designer and 
constructor. I do not believe that it is 
inevitable. I believe that the designer 
must inevitably be the leader in the build- 
ing team and, if he leads properly and 
calls in the constructor at the proper 
moment, he will find that he will get a 
most extraordinary co-operation (and not 
a gap which he mentioned) which will be 
an inspiration. 

How do you reconcile the comparative 
lack of detail, which you say again is 
more or less inevitable, with the fact that 
in America, at any rate, on certain build- 
ings—I do not mean on every building— 
details are given very exhaustively and 
changes are rare ? 

Is it not a fact that the present con- 
tractual arrangements in the industry are 
responsible for a large part of the 
apparent inefficiency of them ? 


The Inevitable Gap 


Mr. Baines: Taking the comment 
first, | am glad you have raised it, because 
I do not want there to be any misunder- 
standing. The gap I said was inevitable 
I still think is inevitable. There will be 
a tendency always for those who con- 
struct to lag behind those who design. 
The very apparatus with which the two 
work makes it easy for one to go ahead 
and hard and arduous for the other one 
to follow. 


I did not want to convey there would 
be any unwillingness. Perhaps I should 
have said there would be an inevitable 
tendency for a gap, and I hope I under- 
lined the need for a gap too, but I would 
not for one minute like to give the im- 
pression that I thought constructors were 
unwilling because _I agree with Mr. Vin- 
cent that if you can get to them early 
enough then they are very willing indeed. 
though they are not always able to see a 
job in context. 

I think the answer about lack of detail 
here and a great amount of detail in 
America is that there is much higher pro- 
duction in America: in other words, 
drawings are turned over into buildings 
much quicker than they are here, and 
that is why fewer architects seem to be 
able to serve more building. It seems to 
take a long time to turn details into build- 
ings here. 

I agree about the contractual system 
making relationships difficult. Competi- 
tive tendering is a good practical idea in 
some ways, but, on the one hand, it can 
lead to rings in time of plenty and, on 
the other, to unduly hard bargaining with 
bad quality and indifference in times of 
scarcity. I would like to see the end of 
competitive tendering as we know it but 
the utmost competition in the publica- 
tian of cost-performance and other de- 
tails. 

Competitive tendering means there is 
a great deal of vested interest in the 
design and details before the builder 
comes in and very often you cannot 
change it. Builders say ‘If only I had 
known about this before, I could have 
shown you how to build it much cheaper.’ 


A wealth of co-operation is lost through 
the competitive contract system. 

Mr. HopGson: The speaker was em- 
phasising the need for programming and 
I am sure we all believe that it is really 
the answer. In programming surely one 
must be in possession of the detail at the 
very earliest stages to allow the necessary 
ordering, etc., and ultimately permit a 
continuity of the effort on the site which 
will result in reduced costs, greater 
efficiency and perhaps reducing the 
length of time taken ? 

Mr. Baines: I agree that, up to a 
point, the more information you have 
the more accurately you can programme. 
Bills of quantity and eighth-scale working 
drawings do give a constructor a very 
good idea of a job. It is not going to 
prevent you doing a programme of a job 
because you have not got a full-sized de- 
tail of a door architrave. It is this insis- 
tence on detail that is unreal. You cannot 
have it on every job; let us face it. So 
we want to know from you what infor- 
mation really starts you off most pro- 
ductively and enables you to look ahead 
as far as is possible and in what order 
must the ensuing information come ? 

Mr. M'Coomse: One of the main fac- 
tors of the talk has been good relations 
and co-operation and Mr. Baines visual- 
ises a cosy future with the architect, 
quantity surveyor and engineer under 
one roof. Is there no room in the end 
for the constructor ? 

Mr. Barnes: It is very hard indeed to 
equate the constructive capacity of a firm 
with an adequate team of designers. I 
would say that in my experience a firm 
would have to have at least £14 million 
a year turnover to possess an adequate 
comprehensive design team within it. 


Programming 


Mr. Day: You raised a point regard- 
ing programming. At the moment you 
have been emphasising that the contrac- 
tor produces the programme. I believe 
that a programme starts with the archi- 
tect as soon as he meets the client and 
that the programme should include items 
for the client to make up his mind on 
where the architect takes over; where the 
architect then conveys the message to the 
quantity surveyor; and there would also 
need to be a period where the architect 
has to prepare his working drawings and 
when he goes out to tender and the time 
of the construction of the project. 

One of the problems, I suggest, (I do 
not know whether you agree with me) is 
that I think a lot of architects wait for 
the builder to produce a programme. We 
produce one also and we like to discuss 
it, because so often prior to the placing 
of a contract we have to place advance 
orders for steel, bricks and main general 
things to help the constructor when he 
starts. He has not got to wonder ‘ When 
am I going to get this?’ He knows in 
advance. 

Mr. Baines: I must agree with every 
word you say and I am sorry I did not 
mention the overall programming which 
is the responsibility of the designer. 

I do not want to convey the impression 
that the designer should hardly provide 
any drawings. I think 75 per cent. is the 
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minimum they should get: they ought 
to get more. But the problem we have to 
face is this attitude that they should have 
them all and, in particular, working with 
our co-designer, the engineer, in getting 
all the information which would enable 
the quantity surveyor to take proper 
cognizance of the work in connection 
with engineering services. 

Mr. Hate: Would you agree that 
architects could help the final completion 
date by curbing the building owner's 
natural inclination to have the contractor 
on site the day after the contract or the 
builder has been selected ? 

Mr. Baines: Yes, I would agree with 
you entirely and we do generally succeed 
in persuading our clients to allow the 
contractor on a sizeable job at least a 
month to deploy himself, to get his pro- 
gramme properly worked out. I think 
perhaps inadequate programming is be- 
cause the contractors start in too soon 
and cannot think about their own pro- 
gramme. I agree that there ought to be 
this space of time allowed. I do not see 
why we should ask the client for all these 
things. Let us share the responsibility 
of that. We will back you up. 


The Schools’ Contribution 


Mr. Fawn: Do the architectural 
schools make any sort of positive con- 
tribution to fostering good relations be- 
tween the architect and the builder to 
overcome the difficulties that arise ? 


Mr. BAINES: I regret that when I was 
at school nothing of that kind was done 
and I do not think a lot of it is to-day. 
More should be, although, as a teachable 
technique, it is not easy. If students at 
one college can learn that sort of thing, 
I do not see why students round the 
corner could not. Architectural educa- 
ion, in my view, has undergone a very 
fine revolution. The schools of architec- 
ture, by and large, are the right places to 
train people and the very thing you have 
mentioned should be one of the things 
brought in. There is shortly to be a con- 
ference of 60 selected people to be held 
for four days at Oxford to discuss this 
very subject, so, you see, we are trying to 
do something about it. 

Mr. CatcH: How often do the 
designer and the owner fall apart on the 
question of design, and does the designer 
ever turn down a commission because he 
does not agree with the building owner's 
point of view ? 

Mr. Baines: You have touched on 
another aspect of relationships which is 
very, very tricky. I would say that, just 
as there is often a tendency for a gap be- 
tween constructor and designer, it is in- 
evitable that there will always be a ten- 
dency for a gap between sponsor and 
designer; so there should be, because the 
designer has the feeling that he wants to 
help the sponsor to something better than 
he has ever known before. 

There is room for more integrity in 
designers and a greater capacity to make 
their peace and not try to put things in, 
even though they may feel very strongls 
that it should go in for the benefit of 
posterity and them in particular. The 
gap is part of the process of improve- 
ment.

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The Design of Teaching Laboratories 
Further Papers at the RIBA Symposium 


WE PUBLISH below extracts from two further papers given at the Symposium on

Science Buildings in 
Colleges of Technology 


By G. GRENFELL BAINES, 
ARIBA, AMTPI 


Bm UST as many a good Act of Parlia- 
ment mirrors the evils that have 
gone before, so many a building is likely 
to reflect the purposes and prejudices, 
the capacities and incapacities of those 
who were partners at its conception. 

Fees apart, designers need their client 
partners for the simple reason that the 
sharpest inspiration, the best ideas, 
emerge from the deepest possible know- 
ledge of the purpose of a building, and 
who should know that better than our 
clients ? Thus the design of any building 
for education is, so to speak, the negative 
image of a design for teaching which has 
been seen positively, both by teacher and 
architect. 

Before examining Dr. Sparkes’ paper 
{The Builder, March 21], a reference 
to the nature of design may help. Design 
is largely a comprehensive thinking pro- 
cess leading to a comprehensive solution 
of all the relevant factors of a problem. 
The degree to which this thinking pro- 
cess may be invested with the feeling 
necessary to ensure a solution of grace 
may vary, but in architecture the need is 
high. 

While the successful design may be a 
balance of all the positive elements of 
the factors involved it would be idle to 
pretend that many times first examina- 
tions of individual factors reveal wide 
gaps and apparently conflicting demands. 
On the other hand it would be fatal to 
regard the design process as a continual 
compromise. The designer’s and the 
client’s attitude should be ‘what good 
ideas are there to be found in these gaps’ 
not ‘by what ubiquitous formula may 
they be by-passed.” In other words a 
‘whole’ approach to a whole solution. 


Faint Outlines 


Both client speakers give faint out- 
lines of a teaching design. Sir Eric a 
Whistleresque picture, consisting of a 
facade of firm decision to be based 
among other things on a knowledge of 
the more fundamental of human func- 
tions, screening a scene of speculation 
and uncertainty. 

Dr. Sparkes seems more definite. He 
makes it clear that as the technical edu- 
cation course advances specialisation 
takes place and this leads to working in 
small groups. This implies that the more 
advanced the teaching, the more small 
cells the building must provide; small 
cells lend themselves to building up, 
larger spaces don’t as a rule. Thus very 
soon, and quite briefly we have entered 
into the design process. 

In our office we have seen this process 
working in three stages: 


(i) Basic space arrangement by 
department relationships. 

(ii) Room space shapes and rela- 
tionships within departments 

(iii) Detail layout of equipment and 
services. 

The first process leads administratively 
to a scheme of relations and circulations 
to ensure efficient flow; visually it leads 
to general forms which must of necessity 
be integrated with the site, just as must 
the administrative design be related to 
main approaches. 

The second stage results in rooms of 
the right shape (in three dimensions) 
inter-connected and related to each other 


and the whole. Visual effects also arise 
here. 


The third stage should conclude by 
offering ideal teaching and learning con- 
ditions in each room. Good visual quali- 
ties cannot be dissociated from the 
design of even the smallest item of equip- 
ment. 

Associated with all three stages is a 
threefold procedure: (a) obtain require- 
ments, (b) retranslate and discuss require- 
ments by schedule text and diagrams, (c) 
draw up the outline building design. (a) 
and (b) are lengthy processes. 


‘Summit’ Meetings 


At all stages it is important to know 
about all the people using the depart- 
ments and the building, and what they 
do. To discover this we find it best to 
start with summit meetings when the 
principal, sometimes with, sometimes 
without his heads of departments, is 
asked the basic questions and told of our 
method of working. Generally speak- 
ing the fewer the people who are con- 
cerned with the basic conception, the 
better. Design is very much an indi- 
vidual matter, it cannot be improved 
much and certainly cannot be speeded 
by multiplying bodies. 


Literally dozens of detail problems © 


could be mentioned, but as we look at 
various science buildings one stands out 
as rarely being properly solved—the dis- 
posal of corrosive effluents. 

Here choice of material counts and in 
our view an all-glass system, if possible 
totally enclosed and readily visible, is the 
most promising solution as yet. It is 
expensive, and as corrosive stresses are 
less on vertical than horizontal runs, 
economies may be made by changing to 
glass-lined cast iron for drops. From 
this important detail to a more general 
matter which haunts the exchanges be- 
tween client and architect, befogging 
their thinking and bedevilling their rela- 
tions: the omniflexibility myth. More 
time and money are wasted on this than 
most aspects of building today, not only 
in education, but industry and com- 
merce. Foresight is necessary but like 
other good things it is bad when over- 
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emphasis throws 
balance. 


Building for out and out flexibility is 
expensive and where immovable cost- .

When recently considering the design 
of a large office building for an industrial 
client we coined _a phrase ‘ people are 
easier to move than partitions.” They 
agreed and as a result will enjoy better 
lifts, better wall and floor fini and 
better insulation from the day they take 
over the building. 


We invariably find that, where elabo- 
rate and expensive provisions have been 
made for removable walls, ceilings and 
even floors, in practice little use is made 
of them. The omniflexibility myth has 
its uses. Uncertain clients may use it as 
a superior and frightening watch dog to 
guard them from all too curious archi- 
tects. On the other hand it can be a con- 
venient genie for the lazy designer. 

Perhaps the best tool for tightening the 
screws of logic in matters such as this is 
the Cost Plan. Designers and clients are 
daily discovering the value of cost con- 
trol by analysis, a technique evolved by 
the Ministry of Education’s Chief Quan- 
4 ere and described in Bulletin 

0. 4. 


A cost plan is a statistical sketch plan 
which shows by analysis where the 
money is being spent. It is as useful as 
the traditional sketch plan and can be 
just as expressive of good or ill propor- 
tion in the design. Cost planning and 
cost control by analysis is a separate sub- 
ject on which work is going on and much 
data is already published. 

I will only mention one aspect of it in 
designing technical colleges. We have 
seen that just as a building design is a 
visual expression of the teaching design, 
so can a cost plan be a statistical reflec- 
tion of the teaching. It is very mislead- 
ing to compare overall prices per square 
foot of different technical colleges and 
just as misleading to compare single items 
in a number of cost analyses. 


Comparison by groups of items is more 
helpful and we have found that while 
those items going to make the ‘ habitable 
shell’ that is all work above ground com- 
prising structural frame (or walls) floors, 
roofs and outer walls, windows and 
doors, do build up into a comparable 
group, equipment and engineering ser- 
vices will vary enormously with indi- 
vidual teaching designs. Even partitions 
should be regarded as part of the teach- 
ing design. 


An Interesting Suggestion 
The rapid adoption of cost control 
methods does in a way underline the 
designer's appreciation of the importance 
of * requirements,’ which brings me to a 
final comment on Dr. Sparkes’ paper— 
his interesting suggestion that there 
should be a planning officer to link the 
designer and the college. A link-man be- 
tween client and architect could be a 

valuable member of the design team. 
Whether the extremes of knowledge 
and experience required could be found 
in one man, and whether, were he to be 
an architect, he could control the itch

to interfere in matters of opinion on 
design must. be regarded as operational 
risks. But were an architect to encounter 
such a really knowledgeable and 
balanced collaborator he might feel dis- 
posed to regard him as a consultant and 
in accordance with RIBA conditions of 
engagement be prepared to review the 
scale of fees. It is definitely not a 
question of fee cutting but responsibility 
sharing, and on that collaborative note 
I will conclude. 


Materials and Services 


By W. H. PRITCHARD 


Q)N the whole, in Europe, we tend to be 
conservative about services and 
materials used in laboratories, and I sug- 
gest that there should be a much more 
critical appraisal of both when the 
laboratory is being designed. The strict 
observance of two rules will occasion a 
lot of thinking and collecting of data but 
ultimately will both save money and pro- 
vide an efficient laboratory. The two 
simple rules are: 
(1) No centrally distributed service 
should be installed unless there is an 
overwhelming case for it: 


(2) No material should be used for 
laboratory finishes, furniture and fit- 
tings without careful examination of 
properly expressed data regarding its 
chemical composition, physical proper- 
ties, and performance under conditions 
strictly comparable to those envisaged. 
Attainment of these ideals demands, 

first, very close collaboration between 
the architect and the potential user and. 
second, extensive examination of techni- 
cal literature and consultation with the 
makers of various products. 

The development of efficient and 
reliable portable equipment for produc- 
ing certain services at the point where 
they are required is tending to bring 
about a decline in the number and diver- 
sity of services arranged as centrally 
distributed systems in modern research 
laboratories. As examples, vacuum and 
direct current can be produced locally by 
small pieces of equipment that merely 
require plugging in to the ordinary 
domestic supply voltage and expensive 
runs of special pipes and cables obviated. 

There remains an irreducible minimum 
of services that must be centrally distribu- 
ted; but even in these instances the 
development of new materials, new tech- 
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niques or unconventional uses of some 
that are more traditional, may influence 
the entire service arrangement. For most 
laboratories the basic services are elec 
tricity, water, drainage and town gas and 
we may review distribution materials in 
that order. 

Although by no means a new material 
it was only during the war that mineral 
insulated cable received widespread 
recognition of its many advantages, From 
the aspects of durability, convenience and 
capital investment, mineral insulated 
cables merit serious consideration. 

During the last decade, plastic piping 
and plumbing accessories for cold-water 
supplies have reached the stage of 
development where their installation can 
be carried out by any tradesman of nor- 
mal skill. The commonest materials are 
polythene and polyvinyl chloride (PVC), 
the latter generally being in rigid form. 

A combination of modern glass traps 
fitted immediately below laboratory sinks 
and suitable plastic waste-pipe thereafter 
will obviate the cumbersome and un- 
sightly ‘ receiver ’ or catch pot and expen- 
sive runs of ‘chemical lead’ waste-pipe. 
For a number of detailed reasons it is 
suggested that the glass trap is an essen- 
tial prerequisite for a plastic laboratory 
waste system to be an all-round success. 

In physics-teaching laboratories there 
is a case for making available at every 
working position alternating current at 
the normal domestic supply voltage and 
a medium or low voltage direct current 
supply. 


The Working Surface 

An efficient system of services is 
important, but a convenient working 
surface or bench top is essential. Broadly, 
it is required to be mechanically strong, 
resistant to attack by most laboratory 
reagents, withstand a moderate amount 
of heat without distortion, and it must 
not split or crack over a lifetime of hard 
wear. In this country the only material 
available that entirely fulfils ail these 
requirements is genuine teak, fectona 
grandis. Among timbers the best sub- 
Stitutes are probably iroko, and afror- 
mosia. 

For the backs of fume cupboards 
asbestos-cement sheet coated with epoxy 
resin paint provides an inexpensive and 
durable material. 

Finally, I suggest that we should just 
note a new material that may solve many 
laboratory problems in the future—poly- 
tetrafluoroethylene. This is one of the 
newer plastics, somewhat similar in 
appearance to polythene. It is highly 
resistant to chemical attack, except by 
fluorine and molten alkali metals, and can 
be used up to temperatures within the 
range 270 to 300 deg. C. At present it 
is rather costly but there are indications 
that within a few years increased produc- 
tion will bring this new and interesting 
material into the realm of everyday prac- 
tical propositions. 

I am sure you will agree that in all 
aspects of laboratory design it is not 
sufficient just to be up to date; we. mus! 
also be aware of probable future develop- 
ments and make our laboratories interest- 
ing and stimulating places.

The Credit Squeeze: A Time 
for Reappraisement 


‘“FINHE credit squeeze is having its effect, 
but the Government, whose task at 
the present time no one would envy, must 
not carry it too far or they will do great 
harm to our important basic industry,’ said 
Mr. STANLEY Farrow, president’ of the 
LMBA, when he addressed a meeting of 
Central Area No. 2 last week. Mr. A. J. 
Tavener, chairman of the Area, presided. 

‘The effect of the credit squeeze is now 
being felt by all of us in the building in- 
dustry,’ said Mr. Farrow, ‘and must be 
making us all think very carefully and 
seriously about our own particular organisa- 
tions. That, in fact, is what the credit 
squeeze was intended tw do, and although 
there is no doubt it is a most uncomfortable 
process it may well be good for the country, 
and if we face up to its challenge it may 
also in the long run be good for us. 

“No doubt many of you have been study- 
ing the Cohen Committee’s report. This is 
not a Government report, but a report of 
three distinguished independent observers 
to us, the people, and one cannot but 
notice throughout the stress placed on the 
importance of increased productivity. 

‘The building and civil engineering in- 
dustries are today carrying out some £2,000 
million worth of work a year and if by in- 
creased productivity we can save a mere 
1 per cent. that means £20m.; equally 5 per 
cent. would mean a saving of £100m. a year. 

‘So in this period when we may have 
time, perhaps too much time, for a re- 
assessment of our present situation, I sug- 
gest that we try to interpret greater pro- 
ductivity in terms of our own organisations. 
I think that we may be able to do this most 
effectively if we look at the following 
aspects of the subject: 


1. Greater understanding of the 
manager’s role—and by “managers” I 
mean you and me down to general fore- 
man level—by the use of short-term 
courses such as those run by the LMBA 
at Sundridge Park and the Building 
Advisory Service. 


2. Improved accounting and costing 
systems to give us the really important 
information ‘on our capital—where the 
money is being spent, and why. 

3. A critical and, if possible, objective 
approach as to what we, as managers, are 
doing. Are we really efficient, or do we 
only think we are? 


4. The long-term training and educa- 
tion of our technical and managerial staff. 


‘The “credit squeeze” will not last for 
ever, and as the. Minister of Labour has 
said, the building industry will be the first 
to benefit when financial restrictions are 
relaxed. So I ask you to use this period 
wisely in the interests of your own indi- 
vidual firms and of the industry as a whole.’ 


Presentation of London Apprentices’ 
Prizes 


Mr. Tom Yates, CBE, chairman of the 
General Council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress, presented the 1957 National Joint 
Apprenticeship Board prizes to London 
building apprentices in the Memorial Hall 
of the new TUC Headquarters in Great 


Russell-street last week. Mr. K. J. Pearce, 
TD, last year’s chairman of the London 
Regional Joint Apprenticeship Committee, 
presided. 

After presenting the prizes, books or tools 
of their trade, to some 70 apprentices and 
former apprentices, some of them now fully 
fledged craftsmen, Mr. YATES welcomed 
the boys and their parents to the new TUC 
building, of which, he said, they were very 
proud. He hoped it would not be the last 
time they visited, and some of the appren- 
tices of today might in due time take their 
places at the top table. 

He congratulated the building industry on 
having brought its apprenticeship scheme to 
its present standard of efficiency. There 
was nothing like it in his industry, shipping. 
He had always, he said, been fascinated by 
building. Builders could see something 
tangible for their study and work, and the 
building in which they were meeting, built, 
incidentally, by a member of the LMBA, 
was an example of this. 

Mr. STANLEY Farrow, president of the 
LMBA, thanked Mr. Yates very cordially 
for presenting the prizes, and Mr. W. R. 
ALLEN, the new chairman of the London 
Joint Committee, saying that since 1945 
130,000 had been enrolled as apprentices, 
associated himself with his appreciation. 

The prize-winners and their parents, with 
representatives of their employers and of 
the schools of building they had attended, 
were then entertained to refreshments by 
the committee. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Domestic Solid Fuel Cookers 
with Integral Boilers (BS'1252:1957) 


Tus British Standard was first published 
in 1945 under the title ‘Solid fuel 
cookers and combination grates.” The 
change of title calls attention to the fact 
that the standard is now concerned only 
with appliances fitted with boilers for 
domestic hot-water supply. Apart from 
this change. the general scope of the 
revised standard (price 7s. 6d.) is similar to 
that of its predecessor—but its requirements 
are much more detailed and the perfor- 
mance tests are more comprehensive. 

The appliances dealt with are free-stand- 
ing cookers, side-oven and oven-over-fire 
combination grates and back-to-back grates. 

Synopsis of Contents-——General require- 
ments for all types are listed first, followed 
by requirements for the ifdividual types. 
The minimum volume of the oven, the size 
of oven-door opening, the position of the 
fully open door and the rigidity of the oven 
shelves are specified. Boiling plates, 
simmering plates and other heating surfaces 
for cooking utensils are the subject of de- 
tailed requirements. Other clauses relate 
to firefronts, dampers, ashpit and ashpan, 
flues. boilers, and the insulation of parts 
which may be touched. For all types of 
appliance other than free-standing cookers, 
it is a requirement that means of gas igni- 
tion shall be available. 

The performance requirements are related 
to methods of test based on those formu- 
lated by the Ministry of Power in conjunc- 
tion with the British Ironfounders’ Associa- 
tion. There are tests for oven temperature, 
radiation and boiler outputs, maximum fuel 
consumption, boiling, simmering and cook- 
ing.

Typical of the practical details of this 
standard are clauses which call for detailed 
installation and operating instructions, 
operating tools, and a durable finish that 
can be easily cleaned. Provision of a tem- 
perature indicator for the roasting oven is 
recommended. 

All cookers must be capable: of running 
continuously for 24 hours on bituminous 
coal and at Jeast 12 hours on coke. 


Axes and Hatchets (BS 2945 : 1958) 


PREPARED at the request of a number of 
specialist users, this new British Standard 
(16pp., illustrated, price 4s. 6d.) specifies the 
dimensions, weight, quality and _ perfor- 
mance of the English felling axe; wedge 
axe, American type; Kent axe; and hatchets. 

The foreword points out that it is virtually 
impossible to devise tests which will fully 
simulate the day-to-day conditions of use of 
such tools.. *‘ Nevertheless, it is felt that the 
quality of axes and hatchets made to this 
standard will be such that they can be pur- 
chased with confidence.’ 

Critical Dimensions.—A critical point on 
all heads exists at each side of the eye. If 
the material is too thin or has been incor- 
rectly treated, or its quality is inferior, it 
will collapse under the force required to 
wedge the handle into the head. The stan- 
dard includes tests which are severe enough 
to ensure adequate strength and quality of 
the head at these critical points. 

Among the nine ‘specification’ clauses 
are those dealing with: the steel to be used; 
manufacture; finish, and marking. There are 
nine dimensional tables, all of them being 
related to clearly annotated diagrams. 


Centrifugally Cast (Spun) Iron 
Pressure Pipes for Water, Gas and 


Sewage (BS 1211:1958) 


Tuis revised publication is one of a series 
of British Standards for cast-iron pipes. It 
deals with centrifugally cast (spun) iron 
pressure pipes of water, gas and sewage. 
manufactured in either metal or sand 
moulds. 

The ‘general’ section specifies require- 
ments for the quality of metal, quality con- 
trol, selection of test pieces by the purchaser, 
hydraulic tests, coating and permissible 
deviations in weight. (In this section, special 
consideration has been given to the require- 
ments for the socket design and the coating 
in order to avoid unduly restricting future 
manufacturing techniques.) 

Sections two and three of the Standard 
deal respectively with pipes cast in metal 
moulds and in sand moulds; they deal 
principally with mechanical tests and with 
marking requirements. The Standard, price 
6s., concludes with tables specifying the 
various dimensions involved and the shape 
of the test piece required. 

The test pressures for hydraulic tests 
carried out at a manufacturers’ works exceed 
those specified in the first edition of BS1211; 
they are now acceptable to purchasers on the 
American continent. 

Throughout this publication the appropri- 
ate portions of the ISO Recommendation on 
cast-iron pipes, specia] castings and cast-iron 
parts for pressure main lines have been taken 
into account.

A Keying Medium 


NEW bonding agent has been intro- 

duced by Joseph Freeman Sons & Co., 
Ltd., Cementone Works, Wandsworth, 
London, SW18. Known as ‘ Rendabond,’ 
it is a white liquid used for keying new 
concrete to old and is particularly useful as 
a base for renderings and plasterings, for 
patching work on concrete floors and for 
bonding new toppings to old floors. In the 
case of renderings and plasters, these can 
be applied to glazed tiles, etc., and to pre- 
viously painted surfaces and other types of 
smooth, porous and non-porous surfaces.

spans, additional side or end sheeting for 
the barn are extras. All steelwork is painted 
one coat with black bituminous paint. 


Plastic-faced Hardboard 


A new moisture-resistant, Warerite-faced 
hardboard has been introduced by Bakelite, 
Ltd., 12, Grosvenor-gardens, London, SW1. 
for use on all types of vertical surfaces and 


ceilings. Known as Warerite Wallboard, it 
consists of a high-density fibre hardboard 
core surfaced on both sides with melamine 
resin-impregnated papers moulded under 
heat and pressure. One face incorporates 
a decorative Wareite pattern and the other 
is a plain compensating surface to protect 
the core from moisture and to prevent warp- 
ing. The new wallboard is intended for sur- 
facing walls, ceilings, flush doors, partitions, 
counter and cupboard fronts, and it is 
claimed that its hygienic, moisture-resistant 
properties make it particularly suitable for 
use in kitchens, bathrooms and other 
steamy atmospheres. The material has an 
overall thickness of } inch, and it can be 
cut easily to the required shape and size, 
using ordinary hand or power saws, and 
finished by filing or sanding. 


A Flexible Stairnosing 


A new flexible stairnosing has just been 
introduced by The Marley Tile Co., Ltd., 
Sevenoaks, Kent, which is claimed to com- 
bine exceptional durability with a neat and 
non-slip tread. Made of a vinyl composition 
material, it is fully flexible and, fixed with

Marley M8 Adhesive, provides a permanent 
feature. There are four patterns, three of 
them for use on concrete or stone stairs 
and with angles of tread-to-riser of 90, 80 
and 70 degrees, respectively. The fourth is 
bullnosed, for use on wooden stairs. 


The three-angled patterns have treads 
24 in. wide; the tread of the bullnosed is 
1} in. wide. The stairnosing is 4 in. thick. 
There are three stock colours, black, brown 
and white, and the standard length is 9-ft. 
run. Special colours and lengths could be 
made to order if desired. Supplied and fixed 
by the manufacturers, an approximate price 
—dependent, of course, upon the varying 
conditions of each specific site—would be 
something like 3s.

A Lightweight Hoist 

The introduction of a new, portable 
lightweight hoist, weighing only 33 Ib., 
and having a capacity of half a ton, is 
announced by the Yale & Towne Manu- 
facturing Co., Wednesfield, Wolverhampton, 
Staffs. The hoist makes extensive use of 
alloy materials and Grade 8a load chain. 
For. quick servicing it, is fitted with easily 
detachable aluminium covers. For safety, 
the hoist has drop-forged steel hooks which 
are designed to open slowly, without break- 
ing, in the event of overloading, so as to 
provide warning before any other part is 
damaged. Both hooks swivel freely, the 
lower one being fitted with a ball thrust 
bearing. The brake is of the Weston screw 
and disc self-actuating type. Pressure 
increases in proportion to the load, which 
is held firmly by a ratchet and pawl in any 
desired position. A downward pull on the 
hand chain smoothly releases the brake and 
allows the load to be lowered. Gears and 
pinions are machined from alloy steel 
which is heat-treated to provide ample 
strength and wear resistance. They are 
arranged .in balanced gear construction to 
ensure even loading. All gears are splined 
to their spindles. The hoist is very com- 
pact; minimum distance between the hooks 
is 114 in. With the standard length of 
load chain, maximum distance between 
hooks is 10 ft. Greater lengths of chain may 
be obtained if required.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRIA.—The Italian concern Monte- 
catini in association with the Oesterreichische 
Stickstoffwerke A. G. Linz, a nationalised 
chemical undertaking, propose to build a 
petro-chemical plant on a site near the 
refineries at Lobau. ... The Farbwerke 
Heechst A. G. Frankfurt am Main, together 
with an Austrian associate are planning the 
erection of a petro-chemical plant in the 
vicinity of Vienna at Schwechat. It will be 
recalled that the Austrian Mineral Oil 
Authorities are planning to build a new oil 
refinery at Schwechat. ... To meet the 
growing demand for electricity in Vorarlberg 
it has become necessary to supplement the 
existing electric power stations of the Vorarl- 
berger Kraftwerke A.G. with a new station 
which is to have an annual capacity of 40 
million kwh. Its location will be in the 
vicinity of Bludenz (Lutzmuedung Kraft- 
werke) and the estimated cost is about £1m. 


BAHRAIN.—Nearly £2m. have been ear- 
marked for works to include the new 
harbour, the Rifaa Water Scheme and the 
Muharraq Water Supply Scheme, comple- 
tion of hospitals, additions to schools, new 
‘building jto house ‘the Education Offices, 
work on police stations, etc. The contract 
for the reconstruction of a bridge across the 
causeway that links the two main islands of 
Bahrain has not yet been put out to tender. 
The Rifaa Water Supply Scheme will be 
carried out by local contract labour, the 
consultants being Ewbank and Partners, Ltd., 
10, Grosvenor-place, London, SW1, and the 
similar Muharraq Scheme by the Public 
Works Department labour force, the con- 
sultants being J. D. and D. M. Watson, 18, 
Queen Annes’ Gate, London, SW1. 


BRAZIL.—The International Bank have 
authorised a loan of US $13.4 m. to Usinas 
Electricas de Paranapanema for the construc- 
tion of a dam, a power station and transmis- 
sion lines at Jurumirim, Sao Paulo, for a 
plant capable of producing 85,000kW. .. . 
The National Development Bank has form- 
ally decided to participate in the Japanese 
steel project. It is hoped to complete the 
first stage of the plant in 34 years. 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA .—The Govern- 
ment of Tanganyika estimate the cost of 
development plans over the period 1955-1960 
to be £25.8 m., of which communications 
will absorb £7.5 m.; the development of 
natural resources £4.9 m.; electricity £2 m.; 
public buildings £1.9 m. and African housing 
£970,000. The expectation of capital 
income over the same period is £23.6 m.... 
Dar es Salaam Municipality estimate that 
capital works from 1957 to 1961 will cost 
£629,000. They will include surface water 
drainage (£246,000) and sewerage (£107,000). 
Development estimates for Zanzibar are 
£1,678,000 of which £420,000 will be spent in 
1958. It is planned to develop a port at 
Wesha near Chaka Chaka. . . . Capital esti- 
mates of £8.1 m. for the six year period from 
now were approved by Nairobi City Council 
recently. The main schemes _ include: 
water—£1.9 m.; sewerage—f£1-7 m.; roads 
and bridges—£1-4 m.: European housing— 
£373,000; Asian housing—£416,000. 

COLOMBIA .—The National Government 
has contributed a large sum of money {1)- 


wards the cost of a new aqueduct at 
Buenaventura and has undertaken to find 
additional monies Jater to complete the work. 
The Valle Department is also undertaking a 
large programme of aqueduct and sewer 
construction, . . . The Centrales Electricas 
de Tunja are to extend services within the 
next two years. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. — it is 
announced by the City Council of Ciudad 
Trujillo, that two contracts have been 
awarded for the construction of sewers, 
paving and draining roads in the city. They 
are to the local firms of Luis M. Bonnet for 
sewerage work for £77,000, and to Cesar 
Espaillat for drainage and paving for 
£80,000. The works will solve the serious 
problem of flooding in the Tamayo basin in 
the heavy rain season. A concrete drainage 
system three quarters of a mile long and five 
feet in diameter will have 50 sluices to collect 
rain water. 


PERSIAN GULF STATES.—Following 
the receipt of the independent consultants’ 
report, the contract for the constryction of 
the new port at Kuwait was finally awarded 
to Messrs. Pomeroy-Hawaiian Dredging for 
the sum of $23,481,000. It is understood 
that dollar expenditure in respect of equip- 
ment will be limited to those items which 
cannot be obtained from the Sterling Area. 
This project should, therefore, be of interest 
to UK firms. . . . The projected construction 
of two principal highways with a total length 
of approximately 25 miles, a part of which 
will link Kuwait and Mina al Ahmadi, the 
oil port, may mean the awarding of substan- 
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tial contracts in the future. . . . The Develop- | 
ment Board has stated that it has the right 
to register companies that wish to take part 
in Kuwait Government contracts. Any 
British firm wishing to tender in future can 
put forward its name through its Kuwaiti 
associates. 


PERU .—tThe state-owned Santa Corpora- 
tion is to carry out the irrigation project in 
the Chao, Viru and Moche valleys in the 
Department of La Libertad. The Corpora- 
tion had previously been entrusted with the 
preparation of a survey of this project, which 
will cost a minimum of US $50m. No date 
has been set for the beginning of the work. 
. .. It was reported recently that the Govern- 
ment was considering the draft of a National 
Sanitary Works Plan for the country. .... 
A contract worth $2,500,000 for the supply 
and installation of water pipelines in the 
Toquepala Copper mines owned by the 
Southern Peru Copper Corporation has been 
secured by the Peruvian subsidiary of United 
States concerns. This is the Lock-Joint 
American del Peru S.A. 


SYRIA.—It is reported that the Syrian 
Ministry of Health is planning the construc- 
tion of a factory for the manufacture of 
pharmaceutical products. . . . The construc- 
tion of a new cement works near Aleppo 
has been authorised by the Ministry of the 
Interior and the construction of a rayon 
thread factory is reported to be under con- 
sideration. . . . The first projects to. be 
financed by Russian aid include new 
generating plant for the Damascus and 
Aleppo electricity authorities, the construc- 
tion of dams on the Orontes River, barrages 
in the Ghab district, the improvement of 
railways and the improvement of irrigation 
in the Lattakia governorate. 


SWITZERLAND. — The _ Swiss press 
reported recently that a loan of Sw frs. 18m. 
had been granted to the Austrian Verbund-

VENEZUELA.—Calls for tender have 
now been issued by the Ministry of Public 
Works for six schools (capacity 600 pupils 
each), a school auditorium, water supply 
and drainage systems in various localities in 
the interior and additional warehouses in 
La Guaira..

The growing need for power 


As Britain’s industrial efficiency increases, so does 
the need for power. The demand for power doubles 
every ten years. The electricity supply industry 
has already met the doubled demand since Ist 
April, 1948, and has made provision for a similar 
expansion in the next decade. 

Work on the first two nuclear power stations, 
at Berkeley in Gloucestershire and Bradwell in 
Essex, was started in January, 1957, and on the 
third in England, at Hinkley Point in Somerset, 
last September. These three stations will have an 
aggregate of some 850,000 kilowatts. 


The Government’s revised nuclear power station 
programme provides for enough nuclear power 
stations to be completed in the next decade to 
provide 5/6 million kilowatts of generating capacity. 
Provision is also being made for the construction of 
new main transmission lines. 


As the demand for power grows, nuclear 
energy will become more and more im- 
portant as a source of electric power, 
upon which the economic future of the 
country so largely depends,
